upon them is loft; oratleaft io unapt are they, 
^ it is not /^x^i to employ to much mduftryasis 
xequifite to render them^ indifferently^ like other 
men. Neither is this exadt differmct of capacities 
alwaies ( in childhood eipeciaUy ) £0 eafilydifiem^ 
ed» as it may be with converjatsan^nd tryal Let 
^cuSTBducatof therefore think himfelf tobebutas 
/ a Midviifsy who cannot brine forth a child, where 
there is none ; but where there i^ > can allift the 
birth , though the mother be fickly, and the child 
infirm. And as it is lois of labour to fria whcire 
there is no foil -^ and j^^wh^rethe parts are mea- 
ner, the greater mealure of cultivating by Inftru- 
dtion ana pradlice is requifite; bv which even 
mean parts may be bettered : ^ownere there is a 
greater meafiire of parts, kfs injlitution and exercije 
will advance in them a sweater harvejl , and ^eat 
ind»[lry will raife them to 4u&8ir<d:fio0. Ofthefefer 
yeral degreesyit is diligently to be coniidered, that 
fome have a bare edacity ^ fufEcient to beinftru- 
ded, moving, only as they are drawn i who, like 
Bottles^ render no more then is juft put into.diem. 
Others hzytTigreat imliTMtion to. knowledge run- 
nings when, once fet in the way, either to any, 
or feme one fcience in particular j. and havii^ 
the ground^ and principlesgiven, they arp able to

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y^fi GmdufimSi gadier Corollaries; and having 
the foufkiaifon hid, huild up the rdl thcmielve^.

Which who fo 
have, and withal- a. probity of afieftion, and 
willingnes to take pains, thev feem fet out by 
God himfelfrichly fraught for his gloFy, and the 
good of Mankind.

Of the T^uty ofTarents in educating 

their Children. 

I T ^i^yttVarents would ferioufly confider^that 
XE^fKotidnaffheir Childten is, not hft tp their 
fUafire, but. a duty impofed on them. G^the 
great Father of us all, defoftted the Chfldren in 
the Fathers charge}, and pro vided by his Laws, and 
threatnings» they should be reverenced and obey- 
ed by them. They are part ofyour felves^and what 
you do fbrthem^is indeed for your felves. You 
expedl honour by them at all times, & may fbme- 
time alfo ftarid in needoft^dx help, Tis what you 
either have emojed from wur Parents, or lament 
your lofi by their n^led. You have Drought 
forth Children into thisWorld ofmijerfzad^trou' 
bki and will you foleaveithem? Will you not 
^SiEt them in pafling through it as well as they 
can? It isbutrealbn^le they should bya^edy 
death he taken ofway from the future eviU if you 
xefufe to. fortify, them againfi it. You ttovide 
them eftates'^ to'wnat purpofe, if you mOfro^ 
atre tb^myiot farts to ufemeni? By thatyouaj)- 
pear to be their pxiOvident Parents, but by this 
you are paralleled to their goodAnffls > in taking 
caie. aa4 watching qver thetp. 

But I will fp^ no more ofthis: for though 
there, be fbi&e inhi^an and rrratioH^t Parents 9 
that defire thpir Children should be like them- 
felves*^ that tiunk' their own honour andrefoeA 
ccUp&d if di^ Sops be wifer^drworduertheh 
' y- ' •■ -^^' ' ' ' ' • * thcyi 
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they ; and af-e contente(i ^beirjChildreii be 
wicked, leaft their own aftiotte^ be shamed : 
fbme alio who for covetuoufftes, negledt,orig. 
norance, will not beibowgood Education upon 
themi yet there are fo few of this fort, and 
their error fo manifeft, that it needs no furdier 
difcovery. 

ANOTHER and notinferioi-mw^P/wtPw/y 
therein, that out of I know not vAadfendemt::, 
thev are unwilling their Children shoulx! uhdergo 
fiicn hardships ^nA Jeverities ^ a good Education 
doth require. Which is, as if the fncther should 
hot fufier her new4)0rn Infant to be molefted 
with the paiii oSfivathingy ^nd hinMH» till it 

frows better able to endure that torftient. Many 
'arehts are afraid, their Chiidrens^j>/rx, i. e. 
their obfiiHacy zadprid^, should be Broken with 
due corretftion, and harsher chiding. 

Bur the greateft, |nd moft general errat of Pa- 
rents is ; that they defire their Oiildten to be

Secondly, thoogha difiareet and care- 
fol Nurfe be provided , yet let not tiie Father 
remit his diligence to wean him betimes; nor 
permit tendermfs to overcome his ptiffneus -^ox 
nis prefent faUe^ die durable a^d perfect love; 

but 
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but hifidcr> as much as is pof&ble, the'fiwhii; 
of evil feeds, and pnevent the very firftoqgtA- 
ning^ > and finvftings of bad aidtioos. There 'is 
indeed no noon t^ feeth not the vaft difib* 
rence in Childrens incUnatkm to virtue or vice^; 
how eafy jfome are guhifedy bow difficultly o- 
thcTsr^aineJp even by coneflion. There re- 
maining in every, one' ibmewhat of that ^41- 
vitf derived to us from our firft Parents, in- 
clining us as much , if not more, to evU, 
then to good y yet (bme more violently then 
others: which tnckjuaians^ though they render ' 
us not fftiby ( the (in being washed away fay 
Baptiiine) yet our etnfimfmg to than is/», as 
our refimng them Js virtue , and our dSght^ 
ing againft and otwr^ffiwas? them, ia the .gim 
fhjnmmt of our life. And truely were tie hoc 
for 9vilma99fkf9ndc9fmc9lbi or atklaftibrwiMir 
fft^imusy thewidfauey would not be^ dt6b-^ 
cult>ias we commozxlyfuppofe, andfindit^jior 
die difference oi inchnaaonsib maniieft. Stir 
thus much muftbe acknowledged /^ Hsegfofytf 
mtr Maker J firft that as every conftitution lioth 
a di^fition to evil, lb that very dilpofition is 
contrary to another' evil', to which the indifle* 
rent would be more obnoxious; and Secondly^ 
inclineth alfo to the neighbouring good y every 
defeBy by the wife ordering of providence, bt^ 
ing baUanced^witb another advantage y aspronenefi 
to anger proinpts alio to aSivenesy and hardinefi 
to attempt dimculties; the (hyvoy and phlegma* 
tick, are ^fo perfiverant and conftant in their 
refolutions y that which diffofetf^ f<> ^^ft 9 ^gcfts 
alio ferfaafpuenes , plaufabiUty , and cheedlilnes : 
defire proauceth Indujby , jpfor breeds ^et and 
cautiouihes. And by the way, let this be re- 

mem- 
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membred^ that it is much eafier to bend a na- 
tural mifincliiiation to in nfeighbour virtue, 
then to its oppofite : a$ an ancgry perlbla is ea- 
filier periWacted to a&ivejies^ tnen me^mes'^ the 
tejMCiwfy to frugality^ rather then ttmiay; obfii" 
nacj to cmfiancy-y fa^uminffies to con^lMjance^ anB 
igMTance to • obedieHce. tSo that any one becomes 
evil rather then good , *is not fo much the^w»& 
of his €onfiitution-y as the ferverjnes of his 'wiSj 
ibUowing the fuggeftiims ^ fme rather then the 
Dilates cf reajim. Tis pl&imre in Children , 
that recommends the evil , and warps them 
irom the good : 'tis iwonfideration and frBy more 
dien th^Mfficuby or umaturabtes of virtue. And 
if there be any fuch man, as without delight 
or intereft, pimues bad rather then' good, he 
iK^anoeth either the reaibn, or defires common 
to all JManJdnd. Uor did^ife Law*maketsin- 
•ftitute reward and fimisiment to conftrain men 
tO' dot againft nature ; but to eamfauderate the 
prejudices of pleafure and interefi > /. e, to coun- 
tenance reafon againft fenfuality. I cannot for- 
bare fettingdown a notable &ying oifimntilian 
cap. ult. liatura nosad optimam meMtem genuit, a- 
deoque tUfiere melhra vokntihus frmntum ^fty ^ 
n)eri tutuenti nutwn fit illud maps, mahs qjle tarn 
mubof. And Seneca ^ Nihil ejt tarn at&im ^ 
diffidk, quod nm humana ptens vincat'9 C^ ^fi" 
mtbaritatemjrodiicatajfidua medstatio : TmUiquefunt 
tamferi ^ mi juris offiEtuSyUt wmdifcifin^ domeu^ 
tur. ^wacunque fihi mperavit animus, obtinuit. 
Sanahibhus agrotamus maUs, ipjaaue nos in Te6han 
genitos natuta , fi emendari voaterhnus , jwvat. 
Thus they out of the ftrength of their reafon 
and exparience: perhaps alfo they had learned 
fo much from Socrates y who by his own exam- 
ple, 
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pie , shewed that even the wprft diQx>fiti- 
onwas conquerable bf reafon. And this is to 
the shai^e of fo many .pretended Chriftians, 
But how would they have gl^ifed Gad^ had d^^ 
krft)wn the advantage given us by. grace and his 
Holy Sfrrit , alwgys ready to affift our good en- 
deavours ? Though Seneca feems to have difcern- 
ed fome glimpie of tha|: alio. Ep. 41. Sacer intra 
nosjpiritus feaet, mabrum bmoru?^que nofirorum 
ohjeruator ^ cvftos. Bonus vir fine Deo nemo efi. 
AnpoPeJ^ ^Jtqms piffa fortunam » ntfi ah iffo^ fur-^ 
geref iUe dat confiUa ere6ia ^ maffiifica, O fie 
Domine^ O Sahator bone»i2ixh Salvian 1, 7. ^puM-^ 
tia^ fer te efficiunt fludia DifdpUna 9 fer qua vtU'- 
tafifojjimt vitia Na$ura! And {peaking there 
of the AfiricanS) he faith, Adeo excluja natura 
oriffnaUs fimeritas, ut aUarn quodammodo m bis 
naturam 'vitia fscerunt. The liim is, Though 
all J>t(pofitions DC not efuaily good^^ yet the nmr^ 
may^oy the induftry os the Educators, and Gods 
grace, never wanting till refufed, befo Teform" 
ed and bettered, as to be able to do God, his 
Prince, and family, honoiu* andfervice. And 
the ereatefl frowardjties an3 worfl inclinations, 
we fin4 in Children, are conquerable'^ and when 
oBuatty overcome ^ thofe very perfbns may better 
fucceedi then the more facile and complying. Only 
as I &id let them be taken betimes : and the ra- 
ther, becaufe it cannot be known but by expe- 
rience, how any childs difbofition may prove 
and shew it felf. But if inftead of rcBtfying\ns 
evil inclination, any one indulge it^ and inftead 
of bridling incourage it^ he makes it his Mafier. 
Whence come thofe irr^;ular and extravagant de*. 
fJr€s,anda(5tions> which wefeeinmanypedbns, 
of ftealing^ drinking^ inconftancy, and the like.

4 M Y third advice is 9 that Fannts would 
have their, CMdren (as moch as they can) un- 
der their ffw» eye and inj^>edion. By this they 
shall be preferved from evil comfankns y imita- 
tation ox bad Superiors, their councel, dUcouIrs, 
and fliich like; but more th^ all , from indif* 
creet* impertinent 5 unmanaged Servants. For 
T9Uth not havii^ the judgment to meaiiireitielf 
from its own jraons, knows it only bjr refle&ifm, 
from others relations^ and thinks it ielf mch re- 
ally as a. fawning fervant reprefents him : and 
(erVants who are ufiially brought up in that /aw 
iofuiitiw^ and have their thoughts zxAJfeeehes 
iiiitable« cannot be fit companions to a Geuti^ 
man. But above allj the exmitfk of the Father 
is of greateft force to educate a Son. O te bea- 
twnJUMefientem fPlin. lib. 9.* ep. 13.) f»y emm 
foti£mmm imitanJttm babes ^ cut natura^ te JhfriK" 
mum ejje velmt. The Father^s anions authcrifi 
the fame in the Child; nor can the Father cha- 
jftife him for what himielfis guilty. Great care 
muft the Father take therefore leaft he give any 
bad example either of /ff^flvMfr^rftf anger withfer- 
vants, or of ufing any evil j obfcene, or unde^ 
eent^erdsy and to^fiichas hecfefin^ his Son 
should refrefint him. It concerns him alfo to 
cverhok even hisGovemor and Educator jvrfien 
he is of age to ftand in need of 6ne> boflx to 
keep him to his diligence, and create audiority 
to nis inibiKSbion. Cz/o , though he kept a 
Matter expreflv for his Son in his own hoi£[e ^ 
yet did himielf always frequently teach him. 
So did Angftftus his Grand-childien Cmut and 
Lmchs. The great Theodofius ufed frequently to 
fit by Arfemuu whiLft he taught his Sons Area^ 
diiis and Hmorm'y to whom mo he command* 

ed 
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ed filch rdpeft to be ghren by them , that fiir* 
prizing them once fitting > mi Afjemus iland« 
mg, he took from them their r^w>; Mid not 
till after a. Iok time aiid much intreaty reftor- ' 
ed ^thcm. And if the Father and Family be of 
good examfky it feemstome b^to educatehim 
at homey ^xA leave, hitn hi his frf ked^ till he 
have taken (bme root before he Be iranfhlanted. 
If the child be of ^fifi^ or of ah hau^ty di{^ 
poftdimyOTthefiffmfyifevilexafnfks, 'tis better 
to fend him airoad betimes. But gener^y>|jie 
heft place of Education- feems .to be amoi^^ 
comf amo n s ,{^ near. as may^ be> his equals ) at- 
fbm^ defiance ^rff»r homey but 'vi4)e^ier he may 
repair every mght> or very ftequ^atly. If tll»^ 
cannot be^ then with companions m his Fa^ 
thers hottfiy for to^^teach one alone^ befides ci- 
ther inconrenienceS) is extreamly tedious both 
to Matter and, Scholar. Pwr want of thefe op- 
portunities th^ next' ii at a pitblic Sdbaoly but 
then great care is to be had that the Famfy, 
where heifcqoumeth , be of good example. And 
much better would it be for him there to have 
a Pedagfip/e ( which in thofe Countrys, that a* 
bound with Qergy> vsi feldome omitted ) /. e.- 
one Ibmewhat venediij. learning. ; who may- 
continuallv attend the Child, fee to his repjeti-J 
tions* andthe-perfbrminghis tasks & exerciles> 
model his maimier^and prcfenre him from dan* 
ger> and the like. . ^^ 

5. Parents ^o, fourthly, ought to guide them, 
as much as is pofHble> widi kindnes and affe&i-' 
on ; endeipvoring to tonvince and perpujode them 
of the excellency of labour, ferioufnes, learning, 

virtue^ fufferin^> and the like^ and even ^ 

<D nying 
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mmg whattiiey think not fit to grant them with 
weetnes and love ^ and even chajlifing them 
with ibrrow> and for vices only* in things. in- 
different giving them liberty. In ho&ly ficknejfei 
the patient is the firft whlo dcfireth the curej 
but the difiemf^s of the mind are to be <iifco- 
vered and periwaded to the Patient by reafon 
and gdod admonition. , Neither muit: the Father 
^i^/>tf his Child to fiich' an employment ashim- 
felf thinks, fitted to fcrve his otner occafions. 
Though moil paens parts are capable of many 
em plpymeQts 9 ^et are ipany le£ di%}ied to one 
th^n another ; a^d ib nmch >, as it is not worth 
thjg^time and labour pany times (as is faid be- 
fofe ) to endeavour^ the cnange of iuch inclina- 
tions. Confider there^re both his dijf€fiti(m> 
and the nature of the ci^ng ^.L e, what facul- 
ties it chiefly employs: and whether thofe fa- 
culties be moft emin«itm the fubjed-j andfo 
fit them together j and you shall not need to 
fear their correfbondingr to your care. How- 
ever* if after all your endeavours they prove 
not to yourdefire^ as many times it happens: 
nwrmur not againft God« who fermits them to 
wircarry ; either that men may take noticc> that 
all wel-doing is from his grace » not our i^dfe- 
dome, or that your faith and patience may be 
tried ^ and your felf pureed from all human and 
fecular affections and mterefls ; or that fbme 
&ult5 in your felf may be punished in them. 
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CHAP. III. 

Of the Educator. 

I. 'T^ HE Fathers greateft diligence is feenin 
j^ chufing a good Gwentor » or DhreBor of 
his 5>on. A ffyoi Educator therefore, wh«ther 
one be to be chofen j or any one defires to ren- 
der himfclf fiich, being instead of a father to 
his charge > oiight to be; Y\x9i ». religious » virtu- 
ous, alia grave, both himfelf^nd family^ that 
he may give good example , and not need to 
fear that hk Scholar relemble. him. He muft 
therefore be iiire to live with greater fiveritf 
then he exa& of his charge. Then alio may 
he hope by hh prayers to obtain a bleilingupon 
his endeavours; and (performing his duty as in 
the fight of God) to give up his accounts cheer- 
fully, and receive his reward from him. 

2. Prudent, and difcrect, as in all o- 
ther things, fo 'Specially in obfervingtheChilds 
dijpofitiony and to know what it will produce. 
tor many times the medicine is to be applied 
to the dijeafe , not to the fymptcme. Not too /i- 
vere, nor too htdulgaa^ not too at^ere, leaft he 
€^ight\ nortoo/inv/r^r.leafthe become content 
ftibk to his charge. • T^or young men underftand 
not much the reafon of his demeanor. He 
rassStfraife without j^^«CT;y, dnde without ton-^ 
tumely, and correB without faffion'^ be cheerful 
without levity, ^ahle without fanning , grarve 
without nmofity, and nterry without yi/^K-

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3. PATiENTi humbk 9 2JMimeek» to ip2&-bf 9 
difiemble, and bear with* many impertinen- 
cies, dulnefles, forgetfulnefles: to endure many 
affi-onts> contempts* paffions»^and ibmetimes 

. , very evil words. Hot todefpand, though fiiccels 
anfwer not his Induftry ; for Almighty God gives 
grace when he pleafeth, nor dom "sHHifeed im- 
mediatly^^rwr: however he shall be rewarded 
nor according to the others proficiencyj but his 
own induftry and fincerity. 

4. Master of hkton^e, for that is his 

feat, and univerm mjhur/tent. Befides > the 
eech of the M^tauthorifith the Childs imi* 
ration. He muft tliereforB religioufly avoii not 
only all wicked, profane , arid ob&ene; but 
alfo all undecent, all paflionate, all hyperboli- 
cal, fuper^uous', cuftomary , vain , Speeches; 
knowing diot the greateft reverence is due to 
Children. 

5% Diligent, making it hisbufines to 
aflift and better his charge, to obferve all his 
motions and ^eches ; for tho all cannot be 
amended at once, yet no de&uk is to pais un- 
regarded^ leaft that coftmvance authorize the com- 
mitting it , and the frequent committing produce 
an hMt. Yet let him not £0 trufl: to nis own 
Induftry, as not by continual prayer, torecom- 
jsiend his en;iployment to the giver of fiiccefi.

6. 'ti oT'eavetoM. Eipecially let him not fan- 
cy to himfelf the making adv^tage by in(uiu< 
aiding into the interefi of his charge , for that 
brc^s jeaioufas at leift: nor into his age&iaus» 
for thetr gratitude is writ in fand, and their 

paffions 
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paffioos change with new objeds. Befides , af- 
ter a while he will be lodc*d upoa ts imperti- 
nent > and exercifing ridiculouily an dbiolete 
power. If, bAd^ thefe qualification%hehare* 
experience of forreign potts '^ if he underftand A'/sny- 
ing tni, ffiences'^ if'xeUffmy of a good pre/hue y 
and addrepy and nuear bit cbthes hanpmHjy it 
will admit him into tht relpeft of his charge, 
and facilitate the performance of his Duty. 

7. In all times, great care was talien forprb-' 
viaing good B^ators\ for they faid, it was 
better to trefvint vices, xhcnpuni'sh them. And 
in moft States the Magtftrates appointed them j 
nor was it lawful amongft many Nations for 
Parents^to employ any others, or educate their 
Children >but in public The Canons of moft ' 
Churches y fince Cliriftianity, have charged that 
eledion upon the Bishops : and that with fo 
much reaibn and prudence, that the contxwf 
pradice hath once, and is even now ready^ to • 
endanger the ruin of this Government The-^/sr- 
cient Ter flans fdeipairing to find- all requiiiteac- * 
complisnments in one) bad dually four diftindt • 
perfons to educate then* Princes: one/upremey 
who had the general infpedlionover both Ma- '. 
fters and Scholar , another eminent for fan&ity 
and virtue y to teach him Religion, Honor 
and Juftice: a third for learning y to principle 
him in knowledg and wifdome : ^xA^ fourth 
XoperfeBhim sn bis carriage y vahur, exercife of 
Axmes and Chivalry. And, tho this be a- 
bove the capacity and xejch of moft fubjedts ; 
yet by this every one may fee what isperfcfteft, 
toward which he may adtvanceas his eftate will 
bear^ Aad let them be fine of this, that if ther 

wili 
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to havefome lahorms em^ymefa ydtixet o£b€)dj 
.or mind d which ktoheMscaDifig, andofwhicn 
Jie is VO render, a ilrid: and ifevere aceount, Solo- 
mons Princc6eats not thi^ bread of Idtenes. S. 
^aul laboured. Our Lords whole life was di- 
vided in Mores arid dolores. The greateft Prince 
is obliged to thegreateftobfervance; and fome 
have accounted themfelvds but as theGeneral Ali- 
trifteis or Stewards of their Subjefls. The High 
Trieft among the yews had , and the Grand Set- 
piior at this rime bath a trade y at which ( as I am 
ij^rmed) he is to labour everyday ^ which is 
for no other intent but to mind nim of this ge- 
neral obligation. And good reafon this is ^ lor 
tliere cannot be imagir^ fuch a difference a- 
^mocqgft men> all of Sie fame kind > madeiltlof 
one fm&, having the fame entrance into ^ and 
exit out of tliis life ^ that fome shocid be bom 
for f^afure only > Others for laboifr ; fome for 
^themfihcs only ,' others for the fufifntatim of 
them in their IdleiMS. 

2. T H E greatfiP means and opportunities as/ 
fjnehath of glorifying God > ^^^n^erDutj^xxi.

4. Persons of yWi/y, therefore, befides 
the obligation of pritrate perfins, have others 
alio particular and peculiar to their condition. 
Firft^ixrr/^m^, theyaretomakeall theadvan«- 
tage they can for bettering themfelves and othors 
by their richef. They are Gods Sfenvards {zktr 
they have taken whatisneceflaryor-convenient 
, to themfelves, and famiUes > the Ismer to perform 
fuch duties ) not fir luxury » delicious £are , or fat- 
ting themfelves , asbeaftareforthedayofslaugloh' 
ter ; nor far McufMflatmgnveakb fthexuStwhmol 
will corrode (heir confciences as fire would their 
flesh: vm" far fitrffishing their 'vmn pkafures » or 
extravagant dd^es. Butforfrovidii^for thefoar» 
( the immediate ^d particular care and chsixgi 
of Almighty God ) many of whom he hath left 
in. worfe condition then the Beafb and Fowls; 
were they not preferred to thefe a>tf^er/ ^ but 
for puhlic and mag^ftmt ^mrh> which eKceed 
the ability of meaner perfons. >Befides » that Cha- 
nty and Generofity aro ingenious toinretit many 
waits of affiilingothefs.

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& Now tx) all thefe the Edmati/fS au^ can- 
not extendi norisitexpedted it should, ^t thi^ 
he ought to do : Firil:^ to lay in his charge die 
foundation of Religion and virtue. 2. To im- 
prove liis natural parts as much as he shall be able. 
y To ground him fofar in fucli general know- 
ieds;es, as maybe ferviceableorufefuluntohim^ 
till ne be able in fbme meaTure to proceed in them 
byhisown Induftry> and bv them be alfo fitted 
for the other. 4. And laftly to affift him in fuch 
particular Arts or Faculties, as he (eems moft fit 
fo>r> inclined unto, or likely to follow. Butthde 
not all at once, but z& his judgment and parts 
are prepared to receive them : ±at bcii^ not 
iUperficiaUyor{lightly^9/^^or/;>r^A/> but dio- 
rowlyj^rmji&V to all good employments, he may 
have both ability and delijghr to purfue by bmfiff

Which is the end 
efthe Educators p^ns, and will perhaps take up 
more of the Young-mans age, then is ufually 
Allowed by Parents to that purpoie. And per- 
luips it will not be amifi heretoadvertife> that 
Governors be not too fbon caft o£ Auptfim 
Mapgt kept l?ofidmiis\m Inftruflor with him till 
his old age ; and when he then defired of the 
£mpercM: to bedifinifledintohisownCouistrey, 
where he might dye in quiet out of the tracas 
and noife of th^ World ^ Cefar defired before 
his departure, to receive ibme eood rules from 
him for better governing himldyf ; the Philofb- 
pher anfwered> that when he perceived hLEofelf 
angry, he should, before he undertook any bufi- 
ima , repeat over the Alphabet ^ jiugufius confide- 
ring his prdcriptioo>reptxed>. that he peroeiYcd be

had ftill need of hitQ:>and perhaps as much as when 
he was firft under his care ; fo refilled to difini& 
him, but gave him an appartment in the Pa- 
lace, better, and nearer to himfetf, increafed 
his revenues 9 and kept him with him as long as 
he lived. 



CHAP. V. 

taeneral THreBicms to the 
Educator^ 

1. ^TT^HE JSi&r^j/^ having thus his «rrf pro-: 
\ pofedytiind his ffir«^/er( the Educated) de- 
livered mto his hands, let him confider how to 
woric this matter to that end. And 6rft heshould 
endeavdur diorowly to underftand what parts 
and cafadty'^ asaUb what 4^^//Mirandinc!ina- 
tion%hlschaifi;ehath ; /. t, nowaptto,oraverfe 
£rdm this end. Next, how to mme andordor 
thefe dii|)ofitions 9 which to' correii^ which 
refir^Uy which emwrage. Formanytime^an un- 
skilful Gardiner fpends much vain labour to ga- 
ther out the vxi^QiSimmer-'Oieeds '^ which womd 
perish in the digging. 

2. Much doth it concern the Educator to 
cmrj himfilf dijcreetfy. For youns Men ob(enre 
dili^tly 9 andf cenmre feverdy (when amo^gft 
their Ckmerades ) and their Governors in me 
firft place. His firft cafe inuft be tofteer evcnhf 
becwi^en tmldnefs and Jiverity. Yet makinjg.uie 
of more or Ids of each > according to the d%o- . 
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iitiqn of his chaise, and the prdent occafion. 
|t requires great judgment to join iweetnes and 
i^fficacioufiiesinhis comm^ds : not to advance 
into barshnes2Xid moroftty on the one fide ; nor 
d^;enerat:eintoj^/s^y and ii«/2/?«»^x on the other. 
Harshnes is difcovered in thefe and the like par- 
ticulars. In en^tyning things in themfelves too 
difficult , unfeiible , unfiiportable , or too 
hard for that perlbn : or comrnanding ohkurely, 
or equivocally, as if .he were feeking an bcca> 
fion to chide; ore»;(?xwi»g:themtooiniperioufly, 
and not shewing, the reaibn of his commands: 
in noi diredfing him how to do them : in unfea^ 
pnahle urging , and exadtit^ them either in 
regM'd of the time, or the ability* or di^&- 
tion of his charge : InpreJ^gdii things g^eat and 
faiallwith the fame vigour and importancv^ or 
becauie it is his command : in rejedimg all rea« 
£)nstothe contrary, as excufes; and not hearb^ 
bis charge Qxiak for him&lf : In shemng him** 
felf jealous and fufpicious, or to have an ill opi- 
nion of his charge, or ffiving Qccdionto iiiipeA 
Mm morofe, ui^atisfii£le; or that all his anions 
and ipeecbes, tho dubious , are interpreted 
i^-tfae worft fenie : In exaggerating all miitakes 
anderrouns into fins and crimes : hi denying sdL 
or moft of his defires, tho the things bereafo- 
nable, or unprejudiciable : In unfiafinhky ni- 
miomi opprobrious chiding, and iiich like. 

5^. Rbmi«snes on the concraiy shews itfelf 
injhcfe things. JjT Ae^^/t^ notice ordy of great and 
fcandaious, not fmaller or fecreter feults.- If 
tatfOP »^U9^ enfc^d, either becaufe of theEdu- 
catecft unwiUiiignesj or others interceffions, be 
. ^ nofc 
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not as it ought, exacted ^ but either omitted j 
or chao^d into an eaiier. Ifhejudg faults^ becaule 
ordinarily cc^nmitted, or his charge is inclined 
to them J leflerthen indeed they are. If he think 
them incorrigible > and fb go not about to re- 
dify them. If indeed he refint them as &ult5> 
but chideth or cotredleth not fo much, as is fiif- 
ficient to amendment! If^ when he hath 
shewed him his faults , ^nd that he is diipleaied 
with them ^ i^e^in^f the amendment to the youc^ 
Man. If, to pleafe others, as the Parents, kin- 
dred, companions of his cbaige, he yeitd to a 
^eater indulgence then be ou^t> Or /fout of 
timidity andfear of ofiendiog his ch^ge, he 
negkS hk duty. 

4.. N o w to avoid both thefc rocks , either of 
whidi is fatal; let the Governor be tefokte to 
obtain his «m/, bmy^^unfi^andiw/^^in^Mreicribi^ 
and Gi3dsxD%^mems, To be fkre not to let any* 
vice pafs unreprehended, and accordii^ to the 
nature or daowr of it>to be more or left eager; but 
for things ffiM^?fv»^, indecencies, £mcies, little 
humofis ( wluch are neither vicious > nor ican-^ 
dalous ) to bear with them till their turn come 
to be weeded out. Endeavour to beget in your 
charge a ,p»y%a<^»> that you reprehend or cor<- 
rea, not mft dt your ownintercft, pleafure, or 
paffion; hut out tfz true, interoal, fincere af- 
rcdlion; which, if you really bear fuch towards 
him> \fiIlhot be dimcult. And if you can thus 
far advance, you may go a ftep farther ; i. e. 
breed in him an aflfedhon toward you ( for love 
b^;ets love) and then the great difficulty of your 
work is paft : in this alfb the Parents muflaffift. 
This miift be iacrea&d by shewing your felf at 

all 
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or your ielf in pafEon ; tho. it be not amiis 
fomecimes tx> feem ib» Neither be ahaayef chi- 
ding j for that breeds infenfibilityandcarelefiies, 
and authorizeth his fault by your own. Nefiio quth- 
fnoJohociffitm, quad eonai^Jcitur » juamMiis fit cum 
vetatur » &* cantumax efi ammus ( maxhne fuerorum) 
^ in contrarium atque arduma nitenp. Indijcreet re- 
prehenfim is many times secommendationof the 
vice. Let corporal fumsbments be the laft refuge, 
and when the reft ^ tiyed > are found inflifficient j 
for what is done willindy is be& don^ Horfes 
and Beafts are fubdued byxhcrody butmanhath 
a fi-ee-^ll, which ( if poffible ) is to be gained 
by reafin. What we do for fear of puni^ment 
wereaUydeteft^ and, were we left to ourielve% 
we would not do it. Yet by accuiloming to 
do it A though for fear> the ougbear that cau* 
fed our hatred is driven away> and bv little 
and litde we acquire an habit of > and oy de- 
greesalove to> k. 

6. TAKE.all faults ) vices e&ecially,tffAt^ ie^ 
pnnmiy by preventing as much as you can alloc- 
cafions and opportunities of ill-doing; as let him 
not frequent f^effedpla^, not be abroad > tho 
withairiend, nor be late from hislodging>aiid 
the like; For tho he do at fiich time no- 
thing blame-worthy) yet that irr^larsty indul- 
ged will breed ineonvememes BAy and fatfltmes 
afterwards. PAi/^ having chid a young man for a 
flight fault) and he rqnying 'twas no great mat- 
ter, anfwered. But thtc^ome of it is.. Tho 
he cannot amend all at once , yet he mufl not 
^//iSpinanyone. Many times alfo we fee a word 
caffc in* by chance> or in merriment, to have 
greater force ^ben a formal admonition, ^trntti-^ 
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J if any of his youns; Scholars commited a 
fault > eQ)eciallytoobola and ventauous, would 
tell him, that for theprefenthedifliked it not > 
but for the future he would not endure i t : fo he 
both /»i&i^A/their<u;;>> and correHedth&t errours. 
4tffre emm refrthendas qua fims conjuefcere. 

Especially beware of all 0i^f»^<£)CMrrySj.and 
thofe tf}i«rt;of4/phra(es, which die wicked invent 
to exprefi their luft ( tngemaufly as they think) 
mpft phuifiblf, i. e. dangeroujfy. As liloswife of 
all filtny Stmgs^^nA, of I^^Zr, wherein either the 
Magiftrate, or other peribn is taxed. Forbear 
alfo ( chiefly if the Child benaturally timorous) 
all difeowrfi of<witches. Spirits » Faytiesy and the 
like 'y. which intimidate the ipiriti and fill the 
head with vain and fr^hi^ ima^inatiohs. Alio 
all fond Romances y Whether of Giants or Lova 
Thofe ieem to have taken their original about the 
time of the Holy-War> when all Europe was upon 
the mg of fighting » to which they thought thoie 
fond Storie^were very conducing; but thefe fix)nx 
later times , when Court shh ^ndluft werein grea-^ 
ter account then^rmf ^LaoFaiwr. But whatever 
they be , being but Caftks i» the Aire , it matters 
not whether they are built for P-tiwf/ or Pr/ySw; 
thay have both a bad effedJ: : For they imprefi 
upon Children > and ( whidi is almoft the &me) 
upon Women, and weak filly men alfi)^ falje 
notions. They are to the mind what ^Feaver is to 
the body i filling the Soul with preternatural > ir- 
regular conceits, and hindering the true under-- 
fianding and reaU notion of things as they are in 
the World, widch true Hjfiories fetforth. They 
reprefent a&ions by a falie glafs, as in the idle 

imt^inatioqs of filly andloofe people. If wan- 

dring 
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dringandinfignificant fancies in the brainy ( Ro- 
mances in the thought ) be fo troublefbme to all 
well-minded people i tohave fuchi» nor it i?^^^ {% 
certainly much worfe. What a madnefi is it to 
jncreafe thefe by fuggefting more non-fenfe ? by 
frlntlng our follies > and polishing our reiVerics? 
They shew us lufi inftead of Itrje >falfe ho?iour and 
valour inftead of ttue-y the War id in imagiwaitio^ 
for that in reality ^^ agreeable dotages, pleafent 
means to render men fook. The moft dange- 
rous of all Bomamet, are thofe , which are drelled 
Swith all the artifice kA good words, habits> 
ion , &c. on purpofe to withdraw the Soul 
from (erioufiies and virtue ^ to vanity a^d fit- 
thines : CmeoBes, I mean, which who ivith 
deUght frequenteth> returns with the paflions 
and humours there refrefintedy shall 1 fay ? or 
reccmmendcd. The delignof them is fcnfual de- 
light and pleaflire ( to lay no worfe ) which a 
good ferious than looks upon as his greateft ene- 
niy : Kemo ad vobftatemvemt finf a^fiduy f$emo 
a0Bumfint cafihis Jim patttur, Fki. voluptas ihi 
ftudiumy per tptod fi, vduptasp^. Tert. de SpedL 
Upon the feme realbn I woidd difiwadeallcon- 
verfation with Fook^ Jefiers, Buffomtp^ and all 
iiich as accuftome to, and ftudy to procure^ 
laughter, A dangerous and peftilent fortofpl«*- 
iure, that renders the mind's indulging it> like 
to his thatcauleth it, light > foolish > vain, and 
contrary to that fcrioulhes and thinkingnes re- 
quifite to prudence and gallantry oflpirit. When 
this paffion is over, refle<a upon what caufedit, 
and the manner of it, and you shall fcarce find 
any adliori wherof you will be more really ar 
shamed ; as of that which N«-ture hath not 
fufler'd to be a^ed without Uncomely mo- 
tions 
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tions of the mouth and countenance. E im^ 
foJpUe f faith Danti p. jr3. ) che fia pace o veriti 
nella tefublkai fi cdui che governa e anuco de bi^ph' 
nerie, ^ hugie. And as it is in a common- 
wealth, (b in a family ) and in allconver&tion. 

7. Let him do everything for a good emiy 
& the tfefi tuaj, Firft , direft his ffireTtthTKf flight, 
and by tliat means his aihofts become virtues; 
and (which is more) there will be infenfibly im- 
planted Ae very efleace of Religion. To eany 
ohnjelf decently 'i tell him, not thai the people 
will difuk better of him, that he shall be more 
accepted in axrver&tion^ but tell him that he 
ou^t to carry himfelf as the nobleft and won- 
thieftof Gods creatures. To fiudjand he diligent; 
not that thereby he may arrive to honors here, 
and be acceptable to* ^eat peribn$> hut to do 
God his Creator the more fervice, and the like. 
To do his anions the hefi wsy > will breed a lauda- 
ble rniAitUm in him to excell in that which u 
good. And fince in every age the fame facuU 
ties are emplo/d, only the oHjeBs changed, 
and t&& anions of tho^ faculties not many^ 
it mult need be , that our whole life is but rea- 
^ingthe fame thing frequently over upon divers 
Cibjefts and occatons. As the Fool oerfbnates 
the feme humour, tho in divers Comedies; 
and tho fbmetimes I-<«rre, Jodekt^ or Scara^ 
vmccioy yet 'tis all but the fame Buffoon. In /»- 
fancy little quarrels with their brethren, peevish- 
nes, wilfulnes, &C. are afterwards angers, ha- 
treds, envies^ prides, jealoufies; and a fenfible- 
nes in Touth for a gig or a fuggar-phim , is the 
fame afterwards for honour or mtereft. And he 
is not the only wife man who difcpurfeth of^ 
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or adteth> ff^at and high matters, but he who 
{peaks or doth » whatever it bc^ gr^sttor finail, 
pertinently i and according to the natute of tthe 
(ubjedt. Thereiforelet your doarge, even, ia his 
youth, frequently f^/fe^ upon his own and others 
adtionS) and ^e»/trrf them freely, that himfelf 
may be engaged to know to do better when the 
like occafion recurs. Tis'^^^yfr^O' not to adtiiire 
every thing- he hean or fees ( which ibmexniA 
call civility ) but to ufe his judgment j to ^ 
ammiend as well as prMfe ; nor to acauietce m 
every anfwer > but to feek for folid. reiaion > and , 
according to his cz'p2LaXY y fatirfoBion. Let him 
alfo in /» hisj^ifrtsbe prompt, diligent > aidlive, 
fubtil, free, not dishoneft^ and wner^there is 
any. engagement fi/r vi&ery^ jeiarnefta contriving, 
watching advantages 4 yet jnot quarrelfome j- en- 
deavouring to overcome > < yet patient : tf van- 
quished : and thdfe qualities will be alfb afterward 
Kut on in more ferious matters ^ for if huntii^ 
e zpraludium to War, Children^ fports are lo 
to all other a<aioas of their life. 



8. It is dforiecefl&ry th^t tbeEducatoirjiave 
the di^ofing of the fervants 5 or. at l^aiS: that the 
Child have none; but virtuous and diicreet per- 
ions to ferve and wait upon him, efpedaUy in 
his Chancer : whofe diicourle at his . riiing and 
going to bed have great influence upon him 
many times, either to cm^rme or* Jgace fiidi 
notions > as have bin inioi^d in&o him the day 
before. Great care alfo muft be had of w»m- 
mending him to good Comfanientp and rather 
thofe that are fomewhat above him in years, 
of a good reputation, and fuch as you wiU be 
content he may imitate. If you come into a 

ftrange 
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ftrange place y you may difcover evitt company ^ 

if they be extraordinarily officious without any 

reafon ; (frtg^ applaud whatever the young man 

faith J or dothj ^they ofier their fervice and affi* 

ftance to all pum)fes^ if they advife againfl the Go*: 

vemor, or to liberty* libertinifine, or idlenes; 

if they railly, droll > and (peak evil of others, 

eipecially of virtuous men, or fiichas the young 

man as recommended to ^ if they endeavour to 

draw him to unknown, obfcure, or fi^edted 

placesjOr bring him into much company. Beware 

of llich men, and get your charge out of their 

hands as foonas you can. 

9. I have often thought it a great shame to 
fee Beafts^ as Horfes and D(^, taught nvithfi 
much care and induftry , their natural vices cor- 
redted, and their difpofition reformed, by al- 
moft certain rules fitted, out of obfervadon, to 
every humour and imperfeftion : Yet niany men 
to return not only not bettered^ but rtiwaxdete' 
riorated from dieir Governors ^ till I coniidered, 
that beiides the ignorance, negligence, and in- 
fiifficiency of the Educators > or their undertaking 
to bring up too many, and all by the fame way, 
rfiere was alfo nsquired on the part of theEdu^ 
cased y the generous coucurrenceofmi G^n free de- 
lire and endeavour to do well. That fbme alio 
have fuch natural imperfedions and perverfi 
d^oftions , as if not taken at the firfl moment, 
as it were, the frimo-frme a^fsy and preferved 
with infinite care and indufhy from temptation , 
are difficultly reformed and fbraijghtned. Nero 
was not rerafied hv Seneca and Burrhi$s, tho 
it is probable, had |ft» been ^ private perfon > 
and io long under the^ care till he hadf ^ot an 

nabit , 
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habit , and imbibed thofe inftnidions they gave^ 
be might have proved a virtuous perfon. But 
the Tree returned to its native crookednes before 
it had time to grvo; frmght. Ckerds Son to the 
fiupidity of His nature^ added J>rmkefmes and good 
fellowship J and no wonder if fix)m Athens 
and Cratippusy he returned as he went to them. 
Jf. AMretm provided 14^ of the moft approired 
Matters of the whole Empire ( the learned yu- 
bus Pollux being one)tx> educate his Son Carmnodusy 
and within a while cashieredfiv^of them, because 
he had obfervedibme levities in their carrisge. 
Yet could not the other nine redlifv thefroward 
and barbarous humour> perhaps fiiCK d from , and 
encourafi^ed afterward, by his Mother, at the 
time of nis conception in love with a Gladiator. 
Caracaffa was nurled by a Chrijtim ( Tert. ad 
Scapulam ) whole education h^iiich force upon 
him , that for a long time he behaved himfelf 
fb 9 as[ he gained the love of all men , hujus pna^ 
ritia hlan£i 3 ingemofa, &c faith Spartianus. out 
^erw2Tdthe7taturalkum(trs which were not fiif- 
ficiently by that short time of good education 
putged Gutyferfnented again, and corrupted the 
whole mals. In fuch c5es thei:efore, l advifc 
the Educator to be cantettted to do his endea* 
vour , and not eafily defiond ^ but if no better^ 
ment, to iixvefatienccy aitd without all paflion^ 
and with due refpedt to the perfon (careful not 
to fixanyfcandal or permanentinfamy upon the 
i^caaiy) feud him away. He may be fit fbrfome- 
what clie \ as the Spanish Proverb faith , that 
which wU not make apot^ may make a cover : 
or others may be more fitting for hini, or more 
fortunate then your fdlA^tio , as Phyficians re- 
wove their incurable I^wxs fix off into the 

countrey^ 
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country, free your felf from him » that you may 
not be smmed t^ hun^ nor your felf fee hisshame. 

C H A P; VL 

Of the ordering tToe difpofition and 
Manners of the Edwated. 

THIS I bcfi;ui withal^ becaufe it is the 
chiefejt ^nd pundation of ail the reft. For 
if you can plant in him a wtuoMs di^pi<my 
the reft is*ea^> and follows as natural co- 
rollaries from tnence. And this \s iuibdned up- 
on two general bales, Confcienccy and H$mr. 
Therefore^ 

I . Let fhe Educator in the very firft place en- 
deavour to plant in his chaise a true fenfi of 
Relfffoft. I mean not that 3 y/mchconfiftsin Di- 
luting for a party , or in difiourfe only j but that 
inthejbtfiir/and dfeSims. That hemayferioufly 
remember andadknowlede his Creator betimes; 
and accuftome himfelf to Dear that yokcy which 
in time will grow eajy , and at length pka^ 
font : and that, he may not be ashamed to 
6a;M God Almighty for bis Maper in this adulte- 
rous andatheimcal generation. Our Lordfaid, 
that the good Seedy h&n^ fivmin the ffroundoi 
on honeft and tradable diiporition , cannot but 
bring forth in youth the hlaae , then the eare y and 
at Mt arrive at maturity. Regard not tuaywicked 
Vrtnerb^ or cenfures of early piety. But if i^£- 
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i;ia»oncetakerootinthefoiritofflrChild;i. The 
princibal is faved, shoula it pleafe God to call 
mm Detimes out of the World. 2. Neither can 
he in his whole life mijcany. For this is foun- 
ding him upon the rocky which widiftands all 
flooosand tempefts; i.e. it is^frmdpby univer- 
fal, perfeft* unfailable; upon which whoever 
builds , shall live unifbr«ily y contentedly > and 
happily, both here and hereafter : A frindfle 
which will bear him up in all eftates> accidents, 
and adtiops; 2t{rinapky he never need change, 
or forget. His fifferings by it will be pleaiant, 
his /r/e blameles, his aki<ms prudent, his nxjords 
discreet, his thoughts virtuous and r^;ular, and 
in all things shall he live according to the^^r- 
fs£Hon human nature is capable of. ReSgiam pre- 
{cribes a certain «r^, the Glory of God, or doing 
as much good as he canto himfelf and others^ 
which is anhighand nohk ahaey anddiredion; 
and hinders all lownes of^irity difbrder and con- 
furioninadtions,and inconftancy in refolutions. 
For if any objedtbe propofed , he confiders not 
fb much what is la^ujfuu or expedient y as what 
is i(?y?tobedone. From want of fiich ay?^^^ or 
mark It comes, that moft men shoot under y 
employ their minds in little by-bufinefles> un- 
worthy their dignity, and not honorable if ef- 
feded. Indeed our underfiandings are fooUshy 
2ndde/ires irregular y andtoredHfythem we have 
Fathers and Goivemors , whofe wifedome we make 
our guide y yet is not theirs comparable to chat 
of our Lord fet forth in the Holy ^Scriptures. Fre- 
quently therefore inculcate thegreatnefi ofGo^, 
tne Creator and Governor of all , and every par- 
ticular, in this World y the shortnes of our A9, 
and certmnty oi jtidffnent y the great reward tot 

the 
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the good> andievereptfw/i&ffii^^fbrthebad. Ex- 
plain xo him the myfteriesof the Lords Frayer^ 
tilt Creed, Commandments, his obligation inBtf- 
ftifm, and the dodtrineof the Sacranefasmdxjiit 
time. Accuftom him often to meditate, and 
fet before him the manner of the life» which 
our great Lord J the only Son of God > lived here 
on Earth ^ and the gnat fi^ferings and martipca-' 
tiims he voluntarily chofe and underwent , that 
ib he ma^ not prefer in his thoughts any way be* 
fore it Frame alio for himPr^j^'^x conformable to 
his age and condition , which may contain a 
fummarj ef his duty. And take aye that he dy 
them every morning and evemng upon his 
kn6es> not in bed^ and as he advancethj change 
them » left they become, a meer firm. Let him 
a^ every nignti at his going to bed> recoUeS 
hiftorically what he hath done> and faid that day » 
and forwhat hehathdoneamiistobeilbrry^ and 
for what well done give thanks. Let him alio 
frequcndy ( fiippofe twice a day )r««/fbme part 
of the Scripture > and the Hifiorical and Si^icn- 
tialBoois radier then the other> which are more 
difficultly underftood.

The chiefisft I have 
obferved , I wiD here fet down , for an 
^ay andyZfwy&r, to diredt thofe who have more 
leifiire to add to tliem according to their ex- 
perience. And it would be a good work to tha^ 
YoBrnze them fovively,'thatmen(at leafl: (iich 
as are exffwwiffmt) may fee themfelves as in a

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glals; and difcovering their impefffefiions^ a^ 
mend and alter them. In general fi>me dijfo^ 
fitim^s are body others good. Bad are fiich as 
theie.

»efi 0f j^int'y hriimjme, for ^tt&^r; iummfg fop 
nvifidime'y which are really contraries. Andin-r 
deed concerping/oi^ JMmy and all others (aS' 
Women, perfon*; ill-educated , &c. ) who fol- 
low their prcfent apprehenlions and inpettuy 
without much confictering their adions> or ro^ 
ftifying their inclinations by reafon, it is oftcn^ 
times hsaad to difcern whether they be virtuous, • 
or vitious; which is not fi concerning thole 
who are habituated : for then aU virtues^ go to^^ 
gether, as well as all vices. And thofe covfidla* 
tims are eafily difcovered by their own light. 
But natural ^virtues are often accompanied with 
fuch natural vices as are halfitually contxtry. As 
Vteeinefi is often joisMd with jhthfiihefs^ and 
then it proceeds from 'tpant of ipirit and a}> 

D'4^ prehenfioii. 
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prehenfion. WHereas habitual O'f'^cxpa.ikt rac^kr 
nefi hath perhaps an inclinarion to flodi) but 
hath mortified and bridled it. And every vir- 
tue appeareth and sheweth it felf, whennecefli- 
ty or fitting occafion requires it. So gravity 
in a child, and tho^fe who being old are7et 
children in underftaQcUng, is accompanied With 
dubtefs^ formality, pride, and cenforioufiiefi : be- 
iraufe it proceeds ftom wapt of mettte, not 
from choice j and feeks to juilify and -sWow'd 
that defied by finding fault with others. ^Whcre- 
es true and laudable suavity is oppofed only t9 
kvity 9ndfi//y. So natural civHity and courtefy 
is joined with effeminacy j fivmty with impl^ 
eability, and the like. 

& Climats alfo, and divers other atti* 
Jkwts^ produce various inclinations ^ not that any 
Couptry produceth x)ftly one inclination , but 
only more of one then another. So aUtfone 
age are not alike inclined, tho mefi of uiem 
are,- and^nore in >cw/i& then age, becaufe the 
manners are then ieaft artificial, I will let down 
therefore, and becaufe moft to our purpofe, 
incUnations cf youth: that the Educator may in 
ibme meafure be able to judge, which are im- 
perfeftions of the Age^ and therefore likely to 
fall oflFwhen hischaj^ arrive? to maturity. On- 
Iv this caution ought ta be obfer/dj tiiat he 
tsumor or encouta^ mt his charge in any of 
tkem^ for that '\& to perfwade him to be a child 
ahioies. And aly that, if he be in any of them 
exorbitant^ the fault then feems to be of the 
ferfon, not of the,^^^^ which happens- very fre- 
quently : and therefore requires more care, and 
a more early and d95cacious remedy in Ae edi- 
cation. j » Xoung 
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Timmg mm then, being guided hy finjiy nature 
zxiApaffumy not reafin, experience or difcrettens 
are incanfiant ahd unfetled. For the fcnie being 
eafily tired with the enjoiment of its objedt , 
and the Soul ( being made for fomthing bet- 
ter) not finding fetisfedtion in things feSible, 
they conceive 4 fafiu^onfieji oftbejrefinf, and. 
a dfjire to ikange: and this is necejftay for their 
condition > that they may not obftinately 
and fixedly refift (as old men commonly do) 
the introdudnjg of fiich hatits asare neceflary 
to the perfe(3wg their fiiculties> and making 
them happy. Iw tho their paffions be ea- 
^er» and lo^iuality predominant^ yet their re- 
hftance is fbongefi: at the beginning, after- 
wards they with patience are brought off; their 
natural inconftancy fii^gefting advan^ijg^ to 
the Diredor. For their pretent thoughts be- 
in^ vented , they are at long-rumiing> as a 
fisB when wearied, brdught tamely to vour 
hand : therefore alio you may h^ .*weU of 
moft of them , but be cof^dent of none. Hence 
alfo it cbmeththat with Ids rdudbmce they em- 
brace fiich knawkdges as do not thwart their 
pteajuresy andfenfes, hvxof morality 2Xii. prudence 
they are Ids capable; and that in ficknefi when 
fenfuality fails, they are eafilieil wrought upon. 
Therefore alfo are tney ijpwr, and /r^, ealilydifco- 
vering their thoughts ^d incunations. Eagsr, 
ii£o^paftj^ unadvifed^ fudainly refolving and 
as violently purftang what thqr refolve for a 
little time. Quicqma volunt vdlde volnnt. Sta^ 
p^aM aUb > as not tamed by adverfity or ne- 
ceffity. They are alfo taken mjith shews o gal- 
lantry in cloathing, &c. defirous of what daey 
fcc^ and weaiy ofwbat 'they poffds ; amkitient 
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U d§ what tbejt uatmty or should not^ but neg» 
Ic^iful of ^at they ought and can. Therefore 
gladly would they be Uamed^ bu£ mt fiudy^ be^ 
excelkuty butx^ take pains: confequendy ex^ 

elve^ eaSiy feduced> n^;ligent) careleiS) fear- 
» forgetful^ improvident and credulous: De- 
ftrws sfnmor^ and making a shew of ^celling 
in besuityy dothes, &c of gettinsthe^i^SSor/ at 
play and gaming, yet valuii^ honour more 
then gain^ 'manting exterietfce they are anpy^ 
fierce, enemies of thinking and conjGkieratiQa^ 
and tliereibre rather afiedhi^ bodily exorcifes^ 
at which they labour and fweat without mea* 
fiure. Full rfbffe alfi^ catching at ^pe^ianoes^ 
^[ay, merry, lax^ers, modeft,- bashful (becaofe 
]^orant) pittiflil, loving their companions and 
and follies more then riches, • the want where- 
ef they value not* becaufe they itww w^ their 
valuer therefore not looking hejond the frefinti 
nor avoiding iU confequences. Imti^rwf alio \ 
ibr the Soul, being a Uank paper, and loatu- 
cally defiling to be furnished, ^eedily imbibes 
what it fees Defore it; and dus is that facukjj 
with which God indued them on purpofe toat 
th|^ may ieariH and advaiKe in knowledge and 
wifedom. Children &eak nothing but what 
thqr hear, 4od do nothii^ bu^ wii^tbey fee: 
jience they are generally imidted to defigniog, 
ai(^Qg) &c. 

Such then being the oondidoos oS jmmg 
ferfmsy thofe who huaiVe the £ontrary txt toie 
feared and welj k)ok'd after,' cfpecially the j^ » 
refiruedj xhjiy who axe alfo commonly ammt^ 
andmaUwrn^ for this rcfervednefi proceecb el- 
ite fxQxxifiide^ conceit of their own afaiIiQa> 
% and: 
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and unwiUingnefi to be twight; or from evil 
defiffKs; for who ftriv^ to conceal what he 
cares not who knows? or from jeakufjf y that 
other perfons counfel liiem: hbt for the beft. 
Thefe do ufually guide themJelves by words 
that feem to them acddentaUy fyoken^, where- 
by tiiey are eafily enihared and ruined. For»0 
mam being 4tib to iear the kmrJm rf hv avm 
Acrngfotsy and tbefe having no friend or confi- 
denc> they have noother courfe tx) fteer. They 
will with all patience hear your advice and rer 
prehenfion, when they are refohred nothing 
diall work xspm or alter their purpofe^- Some- 
times they will tike notice of ib much, a^ 
ierves to their own ddigns > and mifihterpret 
and detort what you fiiy> even c<nitrary to your 
intention* Theie pericos are commonly feized . 
by flatterei% miftrefle$> or at beft fall into low 
and mean cour&s. It is difficult to wire thk 
wkdoifyy jretere thev know their ihrength^ threats 
and piuushment do them good: or accidental 
nconanendatim of fuch to their converfation , 
who may humor tton by counterfeiting the^ 
&xie inclinations 9 and complying with tnem y 
till by little aod little tb^ can sfa^ ^em^r^ 
great advantage of freedom and opennefi. 

It hath bin aLR> the obfervttion of learned 
men 9 that the fad$ mekmchoUek and fueruhus 
hardly advance to any great proficiency. Fra^ 
dfui vitentur ftifies* ^ omma Jepbrantesy jsr/- 
MT mUa mn caufa in mtereUsflgcefSen. Ne^ue 
ilbm trifiem ftn^fu$ aemffim Jpnatf feffim ert'^ 
BadfcafiuJia mentis fire. Qdnt. Qaeruloufhcs 
often proceeds from fbme inward debility of 
body , as sharp humors > mal-conformation of 
Ibtne part; t)r the like 
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Impudence is commonly a forerunner of 
debauchery^ violence, contemt of Lawsj alfo 
of hcedkptefsy fbrg^diilneis, flowneis to learning 
and wifcdfom. Ctn^dence is the meSum be- 
twixt it and basliMneis. Tis obferved in the 
\ii^ of Emanuel FhiUhert Duke of S^oy , that 
when a child, he had thct confidence to ^eak 
to any perfon, as he did to Cibiir&rV. that great 
Emperor J but if what he faid was not approv- 
ed, he prefled it not* nor was oflfended when 
denied; which &em$ indeed to be the true 
notion of Modefiy md Coff^dence, to expre(s his 
mind freely, yet entirely tibmitting Tumfclf to 
the judgment of his Superiors. 

Bashftjlnes on the contrary is- an evil 
^eeJ, hntfm of a fruitful and goadindoks. Care 
muft be had 3, that in weeding it we esctirpate 
not modefty. A bashful man is not his own 
mafter , nor ufeth • his own judgment* but is 
over-awed by others boldnefe: and the moresm^ 
fudent have more power over him. Tis alfo am 
evil guardian of youth, betraying it» contrary to 
its own ddire and inclination , to the worft 
i1fi'dn9"who huriy it to evil adtions and places, 
^ow many hstve loit their eftates* honors and 
iivesj becaufe they were ashamed to difirufi} A 
man invites you to drink, to game* to rob, to 
be bound for him : cafl of that foolish mode^ 
fty, deny him. An impudent flaaerer comes to 
tzt upon you*' he begs an hcMrie* a ring, a gar-* 
ment, giveto the<^^/Zrwr, not thei^/ir. Some 
affe fo bashful* as not to fend for a good Vhyfi^ 
iian , or chufe a good Ltoviyer or Gonfemor , oe- 
caufe they are acquainted with a viorfe, B^in 
betimes to break this fkult in foull mafter&ex* 

ert 
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err your liberty and judgment in denying to 
drink > to accept a recommendation > to >nd 
money, to admire evJsry one you hear pmifed. 
And be conflant, not overcome with imfortu^ 
nitj, another fort of in^udence. > 

7. There are two J>ifpo(iti(ms moftinci^ 
dent tx> yaimg Verfim of Quautj, becaufe they 
moft retemble greatneis of ^irit , tho in 
truth as much oppofite to it as a DrapJ} to ' 
hea&b : of which I shall ^leak ibmewhat more 
copiouily> Thefe are Anger and Fride. 

I. An oftpy IncUnatim in children diico« 
vers it felf, either by pettishTufsy peevishnefs, hoK- 
fiinefiy &c. or hy Jurunefs isA julkmeji. Tho 
all m youth of ^nettle are frmnt and feem to 
be^»^ naturally> vet doth that ^ew it felfin 
hfisknefs and cheerfitmefs^ this m JrowarJnrfs and 
intorrigihiUtj. If this evil wecci grow up with 
them in age> ond they be not broken of it be- 
times^ it makes them follow their own fPtpe^ 
tus, ddpiie couniel of friends^ and authority of 
SaperioiSyEr^fitifiimfjiuifcium, etfi fra^uPh 
na» finunty they defend and hug their error » 
and had* rather continue in it, then change, or 
repent by others advice. Aifo becaufe they 
are mconfiderate and fariousy they purfue their 
purpoies good or bad with great force and con- 
cernment j and therefore ,take not the apteft 
and moft rational means to obtain them. (For 
rea/on judgeth what is fit and juit, anger ufeth 
that as fit which it jUdgeth to be fiich^ which 
makes many good Hunters ^ for we are not an- 
gry with Bea& » few good Soldiers, ) Hence it^ 
comes that ^npji men^ are unvioryy -eafily de- 
ceived j 
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cdved; not offn vxidpUiih h}Jt fXf^fU toi!6sm$ 
who are wilUng to take advantage. J^t alfo 
to judge evil, and hate other men upon flight 
occafions; therefore are they not fit fotfriaU- 
shif: alio imevef^, mi tmequal in dieir conver- 
£itlon j many times' alio ixexorabh imfbciable> 
and tyrannical : and theur' diicourfes runs much 
upon oaths and curies. 'Many are the cMufis ^ 
^otgrinefs'^ ibmetimes zcbokrk bumor» fromthfeur 

. nativity, or adventitious, fb w^ fee families ve- 
ry fubjeft tx> it; but moft commonly it pro* 
ceed$ from voeakmefe of jitJffmtff. Aiul g^er 
rally the more impotent, the fubjcdter to it: 

. as children, women^ a^, fickly, m adveriir^, 
or fuch ^ are other-waies alfi> pailionate. So 
we are vtore tefty and an^y when weary, when 
watched^ or any other trocible upon us, as. a 
thorn in afinpr oreeds zp^fver in the ivbole to* 
dy. Some are angry out rf choice y.tbnikwg it a 

})iece of gftandetaa^ and that it makes them. 
eared and refpeded. Others by an mil en* 
fome^ being by their Parents or Educators in- 
dulged their own wills; who at firft not iuf«- 
ferine labers to contradu^ theob at length nei- 
tfaa: dare they themfihes. 

Because this paffien admits no counfil as- 
other paffions do, butis> as when a mimjitt: 
hit own houfe on fire, all full of tumult and 
confuiioib mat noorxlers can be heard or obey*- 
ed ^ it is difficultly cured. In ^ it is reme- 
died either by ^i0£lions and cr0jfesy which Fro* 
midence beflows upon fiich perfons as he lov^j 
or by prudent confiderations y fuch as dwefe. Be- 
caufe it fprixLBj commonly from /matt matters y 
a word, a jcft, a taum^ a n^lcfl;; emkavmr to

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pafs by» pardon^ and 'get quit of the occafiatui 
examme no faults too curiouily^ ehaw not nor 
refled upon them , argue not, nor confiderwhat 
other nien will think or &y, for that blows 
and kindles the fiamo^ Neither tMre ffreaty 
tmuh^ diffcMky or rare things^ nor doiie vehe* 
mentfy'^ be as indifierqit tx> all dm^ as is poA 
fible^ and make uie of ^«mff80« thu^> rather 
then, affrtffrisie them to jrour felfi that I- 
and MINE are great fticklers for anger. When 
jfw arein afity reflefi upon your felt and. your 
inner conihtution* iee now the whole frame is 
difbrdered fit is a paffion even in the external 
as deformed as danf^nms') and either cmuper it 
(wmch. after yon have done fbmetimes, the 
vidoiy to a vigilant perfbn is much eafier) or 
at leaic defer what your paffion promts you to 
do 9 for whatever v& done in anger > may alio 
be done with juckment. For dijcretkn faith 
vsXy do- not punish a faulty fervant^ but do it 
pnxiend^. Some endeavor to fifffrep and 
auench it by violence , but then it is apt to 
ferment either into melancholy* or malice > 
and envy. 

The EJncatim 2ii{o vf chokrie perfins i& not 
fe& difficult 9 except they be menaged when 
^ay r^nng'^ for then their humor may be bro- 
ken by force and punishment; ; but when they 
bqgin to underfland their ftrengt:h> &ir means' 
muft be ufedf for fear of brea^g alfo their 
' ^ritj and while ive cure the angry man, we 
.make him.fift and J^, For tbisfaj^, and 
jfirity are many times ib twiflcd together ^ that 
tt is difficult to diflingtfish the adions of one 
from thofe of the other} and confequently to 

pluck 
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pluck up oile without deftroyihg the other. It 
IS in vain to adrntniish or reprehend *\i)hen the 
fajfim is violent^ for at befb tis but as burning 
feathers under, the noie of one in a fit of the 
falling ficknds^ which 4xny perhaps r^v/^ him 
up> but cannot agre him, ftit nuhm he it fihe^» 
furnish him with good remedies and coniid^ 
rations againft a time of^neceiHty> as men do 
when t^ fear a Sic^^ and expe(% no relief 
from abroad. Or check it noith smother paffi(m% 
as with shame, or fear> or joy. Indeed cneer- 
.fiilneis and moderate pleaflire clear up the {pi- 
nts: and tho fub§ejs and mtger difier^ yet 
are they much alike intheir coups, and dieiame 
medicines are good for both. 



2. Pride is many times (^^ed upon 
pf\ and is io like to it, that it vi not eaQr to 
difcern which operations proceed from wmch 
caiife. It is grounded in an error ofthe under' 
fianding>i,e, a vain and fidfe opinion ()Sf his own 
excellency above others > and above the truth. 
In youth it tbfcavers it felf by cmtemt cfathersy 
ingratitude > injurioufneis^ acceftiug all honor > 
xdS^Qty and officioufneis as due and de&rved^ 
hat fayiug none: therefore cmver^mg. ntare mU 
bngfy *with iufiriors^ and dominecrmgover them 
alfo^ neither is a proud man familiar or^S^an^ 
to' any but /^/^^ct-x, to whom he^ily be- 
comes a frey. His care is not to d$ well, but 
to (ism fo ^ and therefore he is ashamed to com* 
fojs a faulty error, ignorance^ or inferiority^ to 
learn or be taught^ to be chid or corre&ed. 
Inftead of amendment he is fallen and domed. 
He is leldome free from envy» and theiSire 
inpatient fy hears the fraifet of another, ^ed- 

aUy 
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ally his equal ; but he iwells , looks big> ftrut% 
vapors, and boafts to shew what he thinks him- 
felf CO be: be is diffkafed^ hatech, and revenge 
eth if not treated according to his merit. Cmh- 
faring hhnfelj^ *mith others 'tis to his own advan- 
tage; looking only upon their errcrs^ and ag« 
erandlTing them into faults and viies\ butu|>on 
his own virtues y which are all heroical Eipe- 
ciaQy frying into the aBions of Superiors » whom 
he imagmes to ufiirp upon him, who jdeferves 
5ind can menage all things > better then they. 
Therefore if in power, he becomes imperious, ty- 
rannical , opirdaibe, im^tient> if every thing 
cprreQx>nd not to his ddires: But if ht fait into 
fi^ifiryj as commonly fiich do (being mor€ ex- 
pofed to it by reaibn of their high valuing of 
themfel ves ) he is low, vile, cowardly, and de« 
jeded. His great badge isjmgularityy and his 
diftours runs much upon h me^ mine, &c. This 
being a ^ult of die OEiindj and not i;adicatedin 
the temper of the body, is reduced to equani- 
mity by mort^catim of his own conceits and . 
iancies: either by fumshments, by reason and 
good qpunfel, or converfing much with Jtrangers^ 
or'bv the viethod taken h Ood Ahm^ty to 
humole him by others refiiiang^> defpifing, ana 
crolHng him. 

8 I Have not obferved that any nyfto^ 
gnomical fig^s zx^ infaOihle: not, tho many of 
them concur in the &mtinMca$io»y and tho ma- 
ny famous Authors and Proverbs in all Lan- 
guages feem to authenticate them.

remedy another i&/adua9tage. We fee alio that 
fimfy and ea^efknce give more force to thefoul > 
then any dilpofition whadbever of the body; 
even as temperance^ labour* &c, make the bo- 
dy more obedient : all which are great te^int^^ 
nies of the Senb JfirkuaBty, Tis commonly fee 
down bv Authors , that tall and ftf99^ men are 
of finau underfiandh^ and coun^; that it is a 
fign (f^ty to have a curioue tafy and delicate 
Aomack (which indeed proceeds foooetimea 
from the weakne6 of that faculty by too much 
itttentive iludy) and manyfuch like: which 
it is in vain to repeat; fince it ia not difficult 
to shew that ibme of emtrsry SffefHms have 
fSitfameJiptsi and of comtrarj fiptsy tp. f. to 19- 
genmtjy aa^e yet mgemous. S^a fi^ o( Clar^ 
fuie ep. 66. Imquefe ^^ natitray ^ uikm ^m- 
mam moB eoUo^avit : a«t^ fsrt^e vMt hoc tpfkm 
Menderey fojfe ingimum firt^jSemn ac heatiffmum 
Jkh quabbet cote latere: Et tridetnr in exemfbm 
editusy nmi defmnitate corforis faedari ammam. 
The Hke is verified of the PreQdent Tedro Gap 
tay that fecovered to the King of SpaiUy Fern 
almoft wholly revested : and of many mote in 
our memory. Yet thusmiich I willingly mnt, 
that the pajjhnt difcover themielves aunw in- 
evitably oy the twtntenancey becaufe they 3 be- 
ing iuaain and n)wknt mntatiens in the Soul, 
ame the like alio in thejfirits'y which shew 
themfelves through the skin: or in the motions 

alfo 
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alio of the cxtmot members. But it is not fo 
with the mcUnations and dijho^tionsy which are 
by our own induftry and nabituations turned 
now into natural : and imprcfe no fuch violent 
Of ^traordinary motions in any part, either of 
^mitS) or body. 

9. More tnift i$. to be had to fiich other 
fff9Sy 2s feem to be the jPoauer/, which preceed 
and pretend fomefmellofthe^«//it felf Thefc 
then frcmife 'Virtue 'y modefty, obedience, advi- 
fiibieneis, compaiSonatene&, lovii^ virtue in 
others, and conibrting with fuch , Gheerfulne£; , 
fiptnefi to friendship, impatience till reconciled 
to any he ojBfended, mUoDefi, humility. Thofe 
who are apt to shed terns y are of a K>fter and 
lovinger di^Kifition, as thofe who cry and shed 
no tears, prove commimLy ftubbom. Signs of 
ftobknep and generopy are, to confefi a fault ra- 
ther then tella ly, or fhune a cobweb excu^; 
to be asbmned to be overcome in any laud^le 
ftudy or exerciie; w/ to be aftgry when juftly 
reproved, or corred:ed, {mcneri fojpy ae veBe^ 
fumma nrirtne.eB'y ) to do mere for hener dien 
re^efd'^ m^ to be eaiily difcomraged er defoond^ 
bitt to be more QM-ighny; tx> depre djffiem em« 
pioiments; to pafs ly finall (mences; mt to 
deride others ddeos,* to be more ready to C3C^ 
cofe then aggravate &uits of his Companions^ 
laftly, to be grotty efpecially to his Mafters» 
Teachers, and Servants. Si2;ns of a cufaatyfar 
jneneesy are* attention jto what he gpes about ^ 
demassding the realbns of thifi^s; f By the way, 
asking queftions very much difcovers the in* 
geny ofa child: for to ask many is a fi^ of 

curioiity and wit^ to aslc vain and impertinou 

ones;, 
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ones, or the fame over again, or not to ftay 
for an anfwer, of folly andinconfideratenefe^ 
material and pertinent ones, of judgment and 
difcretion.] WHT is the great queftion of 
knowledge^ not to be fitisfiM with a flight an- 
^cri fagacity^ and much thinldni^; not talka^ 
five, but relleding inwardly, memtating with, 
and entertaining himlelf. Prhmm argumentitn* 
€ompofita mentis^ foffe confifteroy ^ ficum mar an. 
Good bmtation ©f what he fees. If he have 
fb much confidence of his parts, as to hope with 
induflry to conquer every thing, but without 
labour to do nothing well^ if ne have aftrong 
faithful memory for things, tho not for words ^ 
if a ratfonal, methodiod , and re^lar under- 
fiandinjg. AsDemocritui{eemg Frotagpras, when 
a youth, to bind up a fa^t orderly, and to 
the beft advantage^ conceived him fit to be a 
Scholar. 

' Aviy'Chnabt^ ratipnally conceived gr^ac 
hopes of Giotto Bondone, whenbein^ a poorboy 
and keeping his Fathers sheep he uw him d&- 
fignitig one of them upon a brick. Afterwards he 
became the reftorer of that whole art, and the 
famoufeft man of his age. A child that 4fir%i&f/ 
in tormenting, tLCid vexing either Beafts or Men 
fas the daughter of Caligula y that let her nails 
grow to fcratch her companions and play-fel- 
lows) is of an evil, perfidious, ana beilial 
nature. 

Delighting in ^id3i«tfrx commonly por- 
tends lowneis and weaknefi of Q)irit, as nave 
thoie Women, who have nothing but their 
outfide to entitle them to humanity. But fio-

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^)enUnejii if it proceed from negligence, ue, if 
he be carcleis in other things^ eipeciallyofcon^ 
cemment> is a very ill iign : ad mcrem difcin£ti 
vivere Natta. But if from particular neglcdt 
of delicatenelsy^ as too low and mean 9 'tis a 
good iign) cave tihi a male cinHo puero. AJig» 
oftiworoujnefs and effitnmacy is to induce divers 
fancies, and to pretend tafee imaginations and 
fyeOtto. (things which valiant meii are feldom 
troubled withal ) as aUb to pretend antipathy 
to divers forts of meats; &c. and timorouf* 
neis is the prologue to craft and diflimulation. 
Vnfeajinahle gravity many times indicates flow- 
nds to fciences, n^li^ence, and weak memo- 
ly. §iHtcknefs of *wif is in danger to usher in 
pride 9 contemt, abuie of others, and n^ledl 
of fhidy. Acutenefs and fagacity is often ac- 
companied with anger and precipitioufhefs. 
Such alio, if Students, are apt to fall^into 
needlefs curionties, fadtions ancl herefies. '^ For 
they iearch not to the bottom; but having 
principles think to work put the reft by the 
dexterity of their wit. Vaijt^lorioufrefs is al- 
waies fubjeft to flatterers. Diflinguish between 
fiftncfs and tneeknefs : the more ibf t the leis un- 
derftanding, the more meek, the greater gene- 
rofity and noblenefs of ipirit: a foft man hath 
no anger or gall, a meek man bridles and ma- 
tters it. Huffing and fwaggcring *( like bottled 
drink) commonly shews nuant <f Jfrrit, for it 
is but froth that makes that noile, and pre- 
lently&ch become vapid, and diftaftful

ip. W E mull take heed of thinking any of 
thdfe imperfedions or faults imurakle^ becauie 
according to z natural inclination ;. or if a child

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be not exftftly fuch a one as we would have 
him , that he muft be treated as '^tBrachmams

Now, of r*r«fome are general. As i. to 
make them l^novj their infinnity, and that it is 
an infirmity^ and 2. that they be imlBng to- be 
cured. For it is not as in corporeal diiea&s> 
when the body is neceffitated, by connexion of 
cauies, to undergo and fiificr the malady in* 
cumbcnt. But here the Soul is in dts own pow^ 
er, fiAjeft to it felf only and its own will, and 
that direfted by the underftanding. Where- 
fore the firft ftep to a cure, is to convince by 
realbn that they do iUy i,e, to ac|cno^»4edge their 
difeafe: the defire to have it cured follows na- 
turally. So that it is in the power of reafin to 
rule abiblutely over the afieSaons and ^ii^&- 
tions of the Soul. But beouife reafin fome- 
times is mijkd^ or obftinAtely nnftiien^ Almigh- 
ty God hidi given us his holy MeBpony and nis 
fpritj to govern reafon aMb, »d render every 

thought 
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fbought obedient to Fait^h, So that in EeBffoM 
lies the univerfal and never failing remedy of 
all the evils of the Soul. But many times parti- 
cukrand topical ones are alio to be applied. A 
child J when he bedns to ^o » refuleth imme- 
4iacelv to foe affiftea ^ So wen the will b^ins 
to fbliow its own choice, k then alio begins 
to fiDom a guide ; the* ajppetite of Mert^ being 
ftronger then that of jccmity. Great in(toftrf 
therefore and difiretlon is xequifke to turn it 
die beft way, endeavouriiig^ as Pliyficians> to 
imroduce the cMtrary of whin: is amiis, and fup« 
p^ An^at \s defedive; to toeree and difcounte- 
Bance the bold and impertinent) to encomrage 
the ibft and modeft : fevere to the merry, cheer" 
ful to the melancholic* Waken the tackum 
with queftions, and filence the bfuadims \^th 
baffling fallacies. &idle ^RXoofarward and 
eager^ and Qmr up the iazy and ilothful. 

at. Some there^u^, who are i^ ^^^ iriti* 
mdufiriaus tofiuify» yet very aftive zxAjfrightfy 
i» iodUy exerdfesy thefe many times are fitt«r 
for other emploinients thea learning. Othens 
are to all purpcnes^bw SLndJawMtri«gy and thefe are 
to be cured with bodily labor. Firft make them 
//it^A» fm»y kM, &c. afterwards- bring them to 
ftody. For tnere fqems to be a moim:nre clog- 
ging didr (pirit» iTviiiich muft be firft shaken 
<rf; for if thi^ be indulged they will become 
aiorelteepy) even till chsng'd into i&rmrVip. Then 
never kt mm *wanf noarky yet not much at a 
dme^ but be caicM that 'vrtiat you oommand 
diem be ieduloQily performed. There are alio 
who zrefettifby feevish, hard to f/eajiy and arq 
alwaies lean^ maigre > and a^afiunave : which 

proceeds^ 
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proceeds from a sharp, thin humor, eaiily ex* 
afperated, and to iuch a d^ee,as may be veiy 
prqudicial. It is beft therefore to deal witn 
thofei:fw/^ ^liijmoothly (the default being more 
in the body then the mind) and not put them 
upon crabbed^ intricate, Texadouls, orintentive 
ftudies J nor be too rigorous in exa<fting an ac- 
count of them. It wpuid be worth labor to 
try whether fuch mediciftesy asdulci^ the blood, 
would not profit them. Like, to tnefe are they, 
who feem tough J harsh, regardlefief ceviUt^, and 
not eafily rmnglmg converfation, ihde^ (if not 
fiich m extremity )'when 'mellowed by experi- 
ence, frove better then the cor/^laifant and aipi- 
cable. Keep this four diipofiaon to fhidy, vir- 
tue, and knowledge J and tho he grumble 
and repine, be content ib as he doth his workj 
and he is tnkjs danger of temtation, becomes 
more folidly virtuous , and lafts much the lon- 
ger. As the wine, which pleafeth in the Cirw, 
muft bt drimk in the mufi. They are alio yf/r^r 
fir friendshh then the compliant j for theie are 
equal to all> and the greateft ihtereil can be 
gain'd in them is but civility^ the other ^huji 
their company, and fix upon the beft. Tms 
journefs proceeds ordinarily from a brisker and 
fiercer fpirit, not willing to go in the ordinary 
rmtcy nor follow the track of thofe he under- 
values j but loves the generous taft of liberty. 
Whereas thejofinraxy that melts with every 
ones fingers, ieeps no imfrejfion. But itthisA<frxi&- 
nefs ho extreamy and incre^dfewith age^ confider 
whether it groY/ from pride, and then the root 
is to be digged up; or &om natural inclination^ 
and then let him frequent facetious and merry 
company, let him converfc with Strangersy with 

whom 
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whom he muft fiand u^on his guard. Wment 
jftcquaintance alfb> if diicreet'perfbns, is not ill 
for this diieaie. With the frov)ard and perverfi 
\xffn to ufe feverity betimes, and matter him 
before h^ know his own ftrength. Let him 
not be humor^ or $din bj his Jiurdinefsy but let 
him Imow by experience that his trictearenoc 
only unJec^y but y^.aUq txAnmffiSluaL Imi* 
ttte Goi Almighty y who to the meek shcweth 
himfelf gentky but to the terverfey frowarJ: thic 
he may humble the hign looks and thoughts 
of the proud. For indeed this foUm humor p 
which againft all reafpn will be guided only 
by its own c^inions, and will brook no con- 
tradi<3i6n> is the efieA bf the greateft fruki 
and is! too frequently found in Poifons ot qua* 
lity > when cockered by Parents > \)r flattered 
by Servants. When thev are children rough 
ujkge is good for them , out afterwards it irri- 
tates them the more. Then if fiber reafinhtg 
open noc th^ eyes, they mutt be (as wild 
Trees) oftiax tramplanted and removed into 
ttrange company. For where unacquainted 
they dare not shew their humor ; e^ecially be- 
fore iiich as will not brook their impertmen- 
cies, but^niwer them with laughter, l'com> or 
fomewhat) more &vere, Inde&i generalljr all 
bad MJfofitions are reclaimed by converfation, 
and the example of other penbns> especially 
filch as are eminent in the virtue you would 
produce. AffliHions alio have a wonaerful force, 
which are difcreetly to be menaced by the £</»- 
fatoTy for then the iiumors are ripe tor purga- 
tion.

ei$ey have perfedly digefted the former^ and 
by^^^M^jv^ their wemery. Di^atims aiib ia 
public ore ^ery profitable.

not finding his good parts and (erious ftudies 
encouraged accordif^ to kis expedladoay aban- 
do»ed himfelf to h^fia/kiy.

'Win, being much courted for xh.tir f&ffiUg 
converiation, endanger their ruin from tho{e« 
who pretend to woe their friendship. It would 
be better for diem to confider, that they are 
not matched only with thofe who ftarted at 
the fame time with them , but with thofe alfo 
who had advantage^ anddiathe i$tobecrown« 
ed, not who doth as naell as others j but as njoett 
as he can. But becade of the prqudice moft 
men have againft freceeieufaes ^ it will not be 
amifs to shew fome late examples of thofe who 
b^;un betimes, have proved admirable) and 
lotted a long while. The great Card. BeUar^ 
mine» whilft at School, interpreted publicly 
C/Wfli's Oration fro Mbne^ at 16. began* to 
preachy and opeSnly read Ae grounds of Divi- 
nity. Card, dU Ferron read over the Abaageft of 
Ftolemy in 13. days befbre hews(3 18. years old. 
Torquato Taffo (poke plain dc 6. months old; at 

L years went to School ; at feven he^under- 
3d Latin and Greek, and made Verfesj be* 
/fore 12. he finished his Cours of Rhetoric, Poe* 
try> Logic, and Ethics; at 17. he received his 
degrees in Philofoph^^ Laws> and Divinity; 
. and then printed his BjimUo. And tho of 

!)rodifi;ious namral parts, yet the writer of his 
ife ooferves, that he writ (his Poems eQ)eci- 
ally) by the force of indefetigable ftudy> ra- 
ther then vivacity of wit, or miitfulnes of in- 
vention J which rendered them admirable, for 
he began there where others would have end- 
ued. 
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ed. Akpiftta Cafir at 19. yeax; old, cpntrary to 
die advice of his Friends, put iucoielf upon the 
mensttsment of affairs, claimed, and encred up- 
on 4 die inheritance and fiicceffion to his great 
Unde JuUui. So did Cofmp (the g^eat Cofmo), 
Medki, at 17, years old,^ contrary alfo to the 
ooimfel of his kmdred, take upon him the go^ 
vemment of the Republic of Florence^ after the 
murder of his coufin Duke Akximder.

JJcinhip zdA 
a great General in our own times, were io illi^i 
terate, that thw could ft:arce write their own 
names. Lewis XI. defired his Son mightun- 
derftand no more Latin then, ^w mfiitd^m^ 
larcy nefcit regrtare. And what harm had it bm, 
if he had permitted his Son J Charte VIII. ) to 
have learned fomewhat of Latm ? He could at 
the worft but have done as he did, thatis com- 
mit his bufines to others, and not he able tt) 
difccrn good counfel from evil , and mtereflcd. 
But it leems that Prince had but one tnck m

Latin might have taught him others, and not 
to have needed that, fo bafe and unworthy ot 
a Prince.

cpmmon converfation^ except he wdl confider 
that he cannot find his Demonftration .in all 
matters; excefiht can be content with fuchevir* 
dence as the fufcjedb afflbitts; and not de^nie a 
proof, becaufe be con fay Ibmewhat againfl: it: 
and except he <:ati> '^{>p{y his mind and imenti- 
on to things as ttiey are in the Wodd; and

6. Natural Finbfifhyy bat dbedaUy JE^ 
thks, and Pta£^/« dioiud aUb not be negitSt^ 
ed. Whidi will diQiofe.him) when he comes 
to ^eaier tnnurity^ to comprehend the JLaws^ 
d^eciaUv of his own, 'and neighboring Nati^ 
(H», ana dieir Government. Of winch I shall 
ipeak hereafter. 

7. Yet one thing we ladL ,MinmM%» 
mi defiled of God 5. yeais befoae his deatfa^ 
Aat he mighc fbifet all that he had letmed in 
chofe fiudies, thitt he might iadrely gire hsio* 
felf up to i^inwrte. The example alfo of JUhr* 
feur Tafiid is very eminent. <^Tho he was 
^aUe, as any man coidd be> to pierce intothe 
ccfecmsof nature, and ^^»s% did&e very£tf 
^isto diem i yet more then ten vears before 
^his deaths he lb' well cmdeffiooa the vanky 
«^and notfaingnes of all Bioie kinds of know^ 
^ledg, andconceivedfuchadiflaftagaxaftthemj 
c^tfaat he could hardly endure men of pans 
<<riioaki lerioufly diixKufe of, or faufy tnem* 
^'fefares, in them: fiora that time he alwma 
«ci»oAfiM> that nothing befidcs JKiriS^w was aa 
c^obfeft worthy an iimnioiis mans ftudy; that 
^it was a prdof of &it lownes, whereto we 
«were thfc^ by the fall, diat a vam should 
•cferionily fafteiupon the feaich of fiich things 
^as ccxitribiice little or nodung to his haj^i^ 
* nes. Wherefcre h& Ufoal %ing was, that all 
^tjidfe Sciences produced no conlblacian in 
^ the times of afBidtion ; but Ave the know^ 
^ledg oS Chrifii^ffiisy Vf^ a comfort both insd« 

verfiry> 
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^^verfity, and defeft of all other loiowledg. He 
« believed therefore > tho there were feme 
^advant^ or cuftomary obligation to fiudy 
^ things of nature > and to be a&le to conceive 
^and difbourfe rationally concefning them \ yet 
^it was abfblutely neceffiuy not to {>rize them 
«above their jirfl vahie. And that if it were 
^better to know and undervalue^ dien be ig« 
"norant of, them; yet it were better to be ig- 
'^norantof, then know and overvalue^ them. 
The gmde ^irit of Fararch alfo long before 
itts d^h quitted Us Hl?£rMi and Jl£v/?x for mount 
Ohodi and JHvimty^ Card, dm^Pmw, hepC nor 
fti much as anV bbok of humanit]^ .( ^ ibr« 
meriy a great Poet and Orator) either roecty> 
Oratorv , or Hiiloiy in his Library. Jo. Fieu 
MiramMa extreamly ra>ented his love veries, 
fo did BemkMfJtnffarJ^MarC'^t. MuretWyl^atfr, 
GaaAgro, ^kSidCavaUer Mami. And N^t^erm 
tho formaiy a famous Poet> yet afterwards ib 
much deteffed ail licentious compofidons, par- 
ticularly Martial''^ thft every year he bought up 
a confiderable number of (uon books, and up- 
on his birth-day fbletnnly burnt them. Nanwut 
im penance forhis Dionyfiaca paraphra^dthe Got 
pel of St. y^bn. Pef. PeliareM not beii% able to 
abolish the cuftome of reading die Poecb &c« 
Omnes Foetas» firhtorefipte frofanos Evio^^Bcoifi^ 
ciebat. Omnia ad exadificanaam m timere demm 
juventutem acammodabat, ut nnde nm fauci femi* 
dem pericuhimfue fats MJiifuBs fimn$ ^ inde illi in 
falutem^ morum aiJafUnam ton^a^aret. Orim. im 
vita P. Fahri. Thcfe, you wiu bji did well to 
b^in to difcngage themfelves ot their riding 
POfture> when thqt came in fi^t of their home : 
but that it will be difficult XQ perfwade young 

men 
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men coming into the World to follow thcfe 
examples. This I grant, yet fome time should 
be given to him that gives us all, even in youth \ 
and the more the better; and as before I ad* 
vifed to the pra&ifi ofniUffm in the very be- 
ginning > fo 5 as they grow towards maturity, I 
would periwade them to the ftudy tf Divinity ^ 
even that decried Jtudy rf School-^Divimty, Which 
the great Earl otStrafprtdy and many other very 
wife Perfons and States-men have themfelves. 
ftudied> and to others reconmiended. Iheolo^ 
gia Scbolafiica frincifi virQ neceffiiria'^ nam, dum 
tpioftiemes fuM afiktiunt» mmes fubtilitates , effiim 
ffa, fn^cionesy amnes denimie ingenii machinas ^ 
vires trodmt^ ^c. The Writers of this do more 
exaduy canvas, and. fearch out, their fubjeft 
then any others whatfoever. Which partly 
might be the reafon why Mmpeur Tafcal fell 
into fiich an utter difiike and loathing of his 
Ph^cal and Mathematical ftudies in com* 
panfon of Divinity. For tho he afterwards 
made that difcourfe of the "Bjimlet or Cychid, yet 
all therein was found out by chance, and al- 
moft without ftudy , and befides he intended it 
for another purpoie far differing from M^the- 
matics. But if ever this ftudy was necejfary , it 
t^ now much more certainly , when fome are 
teadv by the ftudy of Nature to immerfe God 
in tiie matter; and with thofe impieties of 
Democritps' and Epicwus to confound him with 
Nature: and others for want of this ballaft in 
thefe tmfettled times>are driven upon rocks and 
fands by the ignorance of fome, and craft of 
others, that lye in wait to deceive the tetter^ 
mmdedy but kfs^kafned then themfelves:

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,6. And the hefi place wd mmmer ff kamhig 
diefe^ and all odier Arts and Sciences, or what 
belongeth to them , I take to he 'm the Unrver-^ 
pies. And fi> hadi bin the general opinion 
firom the Veiy b^inning of tes^ning. The& 
were the Schools of the Pr^bets inGodsChufch; 
and fuch were «/^iEv»r^ Alexandria^ aod many 
other places, among them that followed their 
own reafim. For thefe were the great Markets 
fir Leaniingi here redded the beft leamed> and 
greateft frequency pf them^ berewis emulation 
and mutual information in ftudies; here were 
opportuniti^ of diicourfin^ ftudying, and con- 
tinual advatlce; here were cooks » privacy, and 
all other ne^ffiuries for that pur{|oie. And ilill 
to this dav in aU Chriftendom is this obferv- 
ed; every Nation, wtoherKIi^omj or Com- 
mons-wealth, makes the eftabSshing and weU 
regulating their Wmverfities^ one of the prind- 
psU parts of their car«. For fiom hence they 
draw able fi4je£ls for all Profi^ons and es^- 
ploiments^ here they inftitute, both in learn- 
ing and mannas, the whole Youdi of the 
Nation^ and the hopes and honor of thesrow- 
ing age. And therefore do the SupianeMagi- 
ftrates, by fuch great rewards^, and immunities^ 
encourage and preMcwe the befl: VreMors and 
Teachers in every Art and Faculty. &rA fuch 
rewards are needfol to entice peribns of great 
pans (as iiich muft be)^ to fuch indefat^ble 
and unceffiflt Idbor andrftudy, and to quit w the 
* meansof advaneingfbemfelvesihthaCommonr 
wealth t<K(erve the PubUcIn thefe places ]^u may 
find sldlfol men in all Knowledges you de&e: 
fime give their mind and time to Lanff$a^> 
others to Sciences ^ either to have a rig^t and 

large 
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kig^ knowleck) or oemipkeb^on of.t^gB, 
iv&tber the ^kfis of Nature or manner of n«r 
operations or of the fiihlimer and abfiruiergo- 
neral pgac^pofitaoos concerning the higher ^ 
noble cntiti£S/> and iada t& are not objiged to 
the Laws of Nature: titbits to be able to ex- 
prefithdx luiowlodg/an^ aodoofl^ wbecher/qpi^ 
^Bfi^ bjr. orations and ^eecbes, wherein they are 
fre^sntly eaKrcdfed > or ccmnmif^ly to learned 
Men> by their oondnual jyifutatwrn-i to which 
thar< a» educated. I mean not that ar|;uin^ 
aim dxCoourfiog* tvhtch a Student ufeth with his 
own fUf to find out truth^. but thatwhichcom- 
prehcndeth. bath .». and the affiRance alfi> of 
others* fubUc^amt^fem Arptmmfatim pKo^ am. 
This k H wfaidi brings a qoeftiaii to ^fohti, and 
diicovera tbe VAiy wntr and Jknot ot the diffi- 
cultyL IhU wacms and itSivatn the fpirit in 
the ifoschof taatth* muu^ aotiona^ and by re- 
plying and frequent beating ^ipoa it) ihoBfiA 
it boox the a9]ie3> and ma&sit shine andflanae 
out tte clearer. Befides it pi^ them upon a 
^Quttnuai firetih of theii; wus to defend theif 
cai|fei» it makes them fmdt in lepUes, mten$wie 
upoR their £ibjeit: wnere the Offmunt ufeth 
aJEl sncan&tD drive his Advei&rv&omhia^old) 
and.tfae Jbifwertr defends Mmftlf/Snwafwnerwi^ 
the force of truth ; fimitmes with the fiibdlity 
of hb wiit> wiifomefmei alio heefcapes in a 
mift. of woxds) and the doubles of a diilindi* 
on-9 whilft he feefca all holes and recefTes to 
dielter his pesfecuted opinion and reputation. 
This pPdpei^ bdongeth to the fiiJfiiMkm^ 
whi^h are ^lierc^fe^ oi yotang Students^ wdio 
ave }Bif thefe yelitations and in this psdbeftra, 
1»0ug^ up to a more SsmmtBOXch of truth. 

And 
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And ia them tthinl: it not a fault to £&«fefir 
^fi&Qtjy and to endeavor to fave their Reputa* 
tion^ not that thdr queftions' and fiibje^b are 
concerning things of unall moment) and little 
•rfeality : Vea I have known fome Govemoisdiat 
have aUoluteiy forbidden foch qilefHons, where 
-the tmth was of concernment; on purpofethat 
the youth might have -the liberty of exerting 
their parts touieuttermoft, and that their might 
be no i^nt to their emulation. But indeed m 
natural Fhibfiphy (wherein the greateft liberty 
is given ) what is there that is not diQAitabie ? 
and even they> who moii pretend to experi« 
ments> will mid it difficult to produce one Wjt) 
pr confute an ^9 univerfal propofition^ and 
when they shall d^fixfver one, th^ will find it 
di^Hited both with contrary reafons and expe- 
riments. So true is that of Sdommy EcclefT 3. 
■lyoi&St nmndum. di&uPoHim earwn^ utmmime^ 
mat hoM0 (tfos qnoaMrattiS e^peut ah initio uf- 
que adfinem. And.of Siradde5> EcchdC 18. Kon 
eft minuere nefue adjicere» nee tufuenire mag^talia 
Dei, Cum coifiimnunmt homo tunc incipiet^ ^ 
€um fitieverit afariabitur. There may be further 
difcoveries> as perhaps was the circuladon o£ 
the blood, and lome others; and with allthank- 
fulnes we acknowledge and embrace their la- 
bors that endeavor fuch advancement, but to 
lay new frincipks , eipedally fince the received 
are incorporated ixifo all common fpeech, and 
our Languages are formed according to them; 
and consequently, all mens notions fet accord- 
ing to them 9 Which will not be altered and 
extirpated by fmall fancies, is a bufines of an 
higher difficulty. Befides that ArifietkYdto&iUs 
whom all Umverfities, Chriilian, have followed 

about 
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about 4x>o. ye^ ( longer then any other of his 
inaligners have continued theirs) but the Qre* 
aans and Arabians much longer time^ was not 
a Novice in Natural Hifi<fry^ witnes thofemoft 
learned woriks in that fubjedt Yet did he write his . 
Philofophy conformable^ not contraaiflory, to 
his knowledg in particulars; and therefore it 
muft needs be very difficult to overthrow thit 
*which is fo well grounded^ lahich was the pro- 
dud of fo. much experience; and by none but 
thofe who are better verled in that learning 
then himfelf. Neither is his Fhilofiphy more 
mtianal then all Sciences , which are delivered 
in a Synthetical y i, e. a doftrinal method > and 
b^n with umverfal proportions. I acknow- 
leck indeed one point or Educdtion^ wherein I 
wish our. Univarvties more defedtive then they 
are> i.e. Ibhat which the Ladies call hrcedif^md 
aecompUshment ; a £iult incident to all thefe 
Schools of Learning, even to jfthems it {elf; 
for Pbitarcb tells us, that long before his time 
fonie peribns wpndred> why xhok, that went 
fijie Gentlemen to Athens ^ and very knowing, 
after a year or two's ftay there began to know 
nothing y and the longer they ftaied the greater 
ehvjns they proved. A negligence incident to 
thoie, who nave their minds more emploied 
then their bodies ; and who converfe not with 
the gallantry of the age. 

7. That you may judgS the better of Uni^ 
nferjitiesy I will let down the manner of Inftru- 
Gdng in forreign Univerfisies, or alio our own 
in former times; without rdBedting upon, or 
fudging our prefent pradlife. Anciently in Ox-> 
fira and Pans, ( the two only general Studies 

F for 
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for a long time on this fide the Alps)Ifiippofe 
in the otheis too, their reading was dilating ^ 
and their karmng ^writing thofe di<ftates of their 
)Mafter. Card, d* Efloutevilk^bOMt 147^. reform- 
ed this tedious and unprofitable way of teach- 
ing, and brought in (as it should (eem) the 
manner now generally ufed j which is, firfi an 
account of the former Leftures^ theft- lo read 
and write about half an hour^ then to expli- 
cate that about an equal rime. Experience 
. lince hath added an hour more for the Scho- 
lars conferring one with another in circles > in 
prefence of their Reader, and di/futing upon 
queftions given them the reading before. 1 he 
hour that remains, the Miafter begins another 
Le(aure, explains it to them , and gives them 
queftions for their next diiputations. Yet the 
jeCuits in Portugal) to eafe their Scholars dfo 
of much of the labor of writing diiSates, have 
printed a Courfe ofFhihfophyy which they ex- 
plain, confer, and difpute upon. And this 
ieems the beft way :• but whether introdud- 
ble amongft us; or if it be ,' Whether better 
then Tutors reading privately in tfteir Cham- 
bers, efoecially if Tutors be diligent 9 it is not 
fitting for me to determine. 

' 8. T H fe true method offtudying to render any 
one a learned man, T conceive wa^ to be, t9 
truft to hts memory^ Aliud enim^ efi meminijje aliud 
fcirei meminijje efi rem cwmnijfam memotia cufio^ 
dire , at fcire efi (^ fua ^aque facere^ rtec ah abo 
exembJari pem^e. And thae difier as much as 
digefiingoiivmcat, Qndfffervingit in -^ cupboard. 
Wherefore neither is it to be abk to quote t^any 
^ Authors, itar tell thdr opinions, mr to repeat 

tneir 
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their pretty fentences or profound fiibtilties : 
as neither to read many Books y nor to (ay them 
by hearts is to be a Scholar : but to digefi .what 
is read, and to be able to know where a diffi- 
culty lies, and how to. folve it, i. e, to make it 
your own » and to be able to latisfy your fclf 
and others in that which you conceive to be 
truth. Fhrfi of all then, fropofe to your felf a 
fubjeft; never read at adventure the book new- 
ly come out, or in fashion, whatever fubjedt it 
handles, for that is commonly loft labor: but 
read alwaies luith defipi : then shall you know 
where you are, how for you have p)ne, what 
is behind both of that Science, or of the whole 
Encjckfadia, Having fixt upon your fubjefl: , 
take an Authw-^ a modern one, and the learn- 
cder the better: and conftder iirfl the latitude and 
Tnethod of your Science'^ and tnen begin nvith hie 
frfi quefiton'j upon which iirfl ufe your own 
thoughts; or at leafl yours together with his, /.r, 
let your imagination loofe, both before and 
when you readi difcqurfe, doubt* argue upon 
and againft; and draw confequences from your 
Author ; who is many times but a ladder to 
your own inquifrtivenes. Wl^eri you hzve found 
a difficulty y which neither your own thoughts, 
nor his writing, do refblve, make ufe Of other 
Authors of the fame fubjed: ; for what one 
ivants zaoth&c fillies y your difficulty perhaps 
your Author fbrdaw not, another did. And 
oy the. citations of modem Authors you will 
eafily be direfted where to lock forfatisfa&ion. 
When that quefKon and the difficulties and fb- 
hitions are fixed in vour mind by fufficient we- 
dttafien^ go to anotner, and fo forward.

IT is not my purpofe to intermeddle with 
any particular An ox Saence inthisdiicourie; 
hut only with fuch things > as do not properly 
fall under, or beloi^ to, any of th«n, yet are 
generally required to them ail. And firft I 
muft reaflume, what before I only motioned , 
tiat there are three faculties to be cultivated, 
WiU Memory^ and Jud^nent,

I. Wit, the a&ibns whereof are ^iwgr, or 

invention^ is in ordinary acception, nothing elfi 
tut a quicker affrehenjim ifffuch notiansy aedanot 
*nfua/fy enter into other meps imaginations. It con* 
iiib (faith 7)b^4«rr0) in 1. ferffficacity , which is 
the coniideration of all, even the minutefbcir* 
cumftances: and a. verfahiUty, or ipeedy com* 
paring them together^ it conjoins, divides, de« 
auceth, au^menteth , diminisheth , and' in fiun 
puts one Sling inftead of another, with like 
dexterity , as a jugler doth his balls. It difiers 
very much (rovnjudpnentj that is more perfoi* 
cacious, this Tttore ipro{o\m!^y that more quicks 
this mare il:able9 that chiefly confiders appear* 
anoes , , this reahtv '-, that produceth admiratioa 
and popular applaufe , this profit and real ad* 
vantage. h^Qsmm menzxQ commonly impatient 

of 
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of thinking, and therefore take appearance 
for reality j and their fancy ftill fiiggefting new 
conceits y fiifiers them not to weigh or conK 
pare f eafbns : wherefore they are commonly 
unfit for bufines ; their ability confifling in 
fiidain apprehenfions , and quick expreffions^ 
whereas 'tis only ftudy, and thinkmg, that 
hatcheth and producetn all noble defigns and 
adions. And if ingemaus men do come te> 
confider fcrioufly , qt to deliberate , they are a* 
' ble to fey {o much for either fide, that they 
have no refeitth^y they dilute iveB, but eon^ 
<hde nothing, Confequently they ^it irrefblute, 
inconflant, and unfortunate:, and their ^wir fail- 
ing before they arrive at old age, and not be- 
ing furnished in their memory and judgment, 
they become flat and cdntemtible. But if 
•w/> be joined lisith fc*wer , it is very dangerous 
to the public. Sapientia fine ehauentia parum 
frodejt civifafitus; ebquentia fine jafiesnia nimf^ 
urn flerun^e obefi^ pfodefi nunqnam. feich C;V. 1. r . 
de IwDent. I thint I may truly add > tjiat all 
mifchiefs in Common-wealths. proceed frorti 
thefe Wits\ for wife men <v:illnot diflurb go* 
vernment, and fools canmt. Whereas the jt:* 
dicious rtisn is fitted for any emploiment, con- 
fiders what dangers and evils may happen, and 
avoids thein ^ Confequently is prolperous, brings 
about-his defigns, advanceth himlelf and fami- 
\y. And the longer he lives, the more doth 
his Talent increale. In flim , the one is beft: 
in a Tavern or Coflfy-houfe, the other zvi 
Councel-table : the one is a facetious compa- 
nion, the other a faithfiil friend j the one z good 
droll, the. other a good Patriot j the one paakes 
us merry* the other wife* Wsty fay fome, pro- 
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ceeds from aftive ipirits, or a grctter d^rec 
of heat in the brain ; the exceis whereof pro- 
duceth madms ^ and io difficult it is to deteiv 
mw^ what degree ferves for one, and what 
for the other , , that the Proverb afEgns them 
the fame confines. And indeed the conceits 
of Madx^^en are nothing eUe but high and ex- 
•travagant Metaphors \ 2S that of one who fan- 
cied nimfelf, a fire-brand, and defired every' 
•ne he met to blow him.^ Another thougl^ 
himfelf a muftard-feed. Another took hin£lf 
for a gh&^embick with a long nofe, the 
dropping? whereof he called Rofe-water. • O- 
thers were Cocks, Urinals, &c. A leSbr de- 
gree of madnes was that they called Enthth' 
§apn (many times from fome vajx>r or water 
out of the Earth ) which was imagined to 
come from the Gods, and which created the 
tnoft ingenious Toets. Who all, pretending to 
that affUaus^ continually call'd upon the Mu- 
fes. Nymphs, and Prefidents of thofe inlpirit- 
ing places, in the beginnii^; of their Poems. 
Ana they, who are ctenied by Nature this fa* 
culty, and will not take the pains by ftudy^cad 
exercife to prepare and fitthemfelves, are wont 
to increafe their heat or frejizy by J#^w (which 
caufeth a temporary madnes ; ) or by fome 
bi^ Tajjum > which hath the feme eflfed: as 
drunkennes. Magna pars eloquentia efi dobr^ 
hid Seneca'^ when he heard a dull Orator de-? 
clame moft eloquently that day his Son died. 
So Volus the Adlor, that he might more vive- 
ly reprefent the grief of a Father upon the 
body of his deceafed Son, brought in an Urn 
the ashes of his own Son newly dead. This 
for one Tajj^n, So for anger, Si natura negate 

facit 
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fmt indijfftatiii 9 'verfum. Arehilochus and Rip^ 
fonax two very bad Poets, yet for ^iu and 
rahbiay to be revenged of two perfons that in- 
jured them > invented thole doggrel forts of 
Veries > Iambics and Scafzons , whofe: force 
tiicy fo' well applied , that their Adverferies 
made away themielves. And for La^^ let the 
Smith o( Ant*werp be witness who, being re- 
filled by his fweet-heart becaufe of his dirty 
J^rofefl[ion> changed his hammers and anvil for 
pencils and tables , atid arrrived to be the fa- 
moufeft Painter of his time. But to let thefe 
pais; Wrt is che mother of facetioufhes* con- 
ceits, jefts, raillery, fatyricalnes, (which is al- 
moik Jynmymum to vf It 9) drollery, quick re- 
panies^ quaint Metaphors, and the like , in 
converfation. Of prpje<fts, new Inventions > 
Mechanicd Inftruments, &c. And in learning 
is the^reat Nurfe of Poetry, Oraitory* Mu^ 
£ck> Hinting, Ading, iand the like^ 

a. J U D G M E N T is the deUherate njDei^hmg and 
cfm faring cf one fubjeSii one appearances^ one rea^ 
fin, *with another ; thereby to difcem and chufi^ 
true fromfalfity goodjromhady and more true and 
good from lejjer. Which who fo doth, is a wife 
man, beloved of God, and reverenced of all 
■good men. Its parts confift i. in cirtumfpedti^ 
on, or confideration , of all circumftances, adr 
vantage, accidents, &c. 2. In fagacityy or qoW 
leding much from little hint^j which requirf;s 
both a great vivacity, fcrenity, and fabtilty of

His difcourfe is not io p/aujztlezs 
Jolidj ufeth reajins more then Met^hcars^ {peaks 
to purpofe, and knows when to hold his peace. 
He is what every one ftrives. Kit few arrivew 
to be. This faculty is proper.fbr all Sciences 
that depend upon rational Mfiourfi> knd much 
thinking, as Divinity and the profound myfte- 
ries thereof ; Natural Philofophy, and -Moral; 
Practical Medicine, Law, Judicature, and Co* 
vernment in Pciace and War. 

%. MziAO'R.Y is the caBng to nund or recot- 
kaing ofauhat hath bin^ before knovm and affre" 
hended, Th^ that excel in it are accounted 
many times greater Clerks thai ivijemen'y are 
able to cite jmany Books* and Authors, and 
their Editions j can teU their opinions; and 
ente)'lace their difcourfe with ends of gold 'and 
Clvcr. Yet, if not menaged by jud^ent^thtir 
opinion or learning is oflittlc force or efleena 
amongft knowing men j Who yet can gather 
many ufefid thmgs out of their confufion. 
This faculty is necefTary for L^'wyers, whofe 
learning lies in quotations, and records; and 
who number^ rather then 'weigh, their Authori^ 
ties. Tis afro proper fbr learning Languages, 
Criticifmes, Philolc^, Antiquities ; fbr put^ 
ting out, cdmmentii^ upon, and making In- 
dexes to. Authors. It IS a natural faculty , and 
confpicuous even in Children, who by \t learn 
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till th^ arrive to ibme confiderable degree of 
Undexxtanding. 

4. It is commonly imagined , that a^^4f^ 
vmnorj feldom accomponieth a s^cat nmt , or % 
SMfdjudpnent'y and that thefe three are incom*^ 
patible one with another f that they have di- 
vers habitations in , 'and a divers teaiperature 
of, the brain. Whereas I think the contrary is 
generally, but not alwaies, true. And thence 
is gathered an ef&£hial argument , that they 
are all menaged by one great Ag/mt^ the Soul' 
trjMrity which is above temperature, place, 
and matter. That one man jproves not excel- 
lent' in all or many Sciences, proceeds not 
from the inh Aility of one or other faculty of 
the Soul ^ but either j9-a;» the long time re- 
quired to one ftudy,- from want ot induftryv 
every one being moft ready to^make ufe of,r 
and cultivate J tibat^ wherein thgf have ibme 
natural' advantage >^ and to ni^le^ the other;. 
or from the two great attachment Men. have 
to what they 6rft mafter> to that all follow- 
ing ftudies are caft into the mold of the firft;. 
or laftly from a miftake , for that memory is^ 
not to conlpictious , except where wit and 
judgment are wanting. Yet in thefe later timed 
what perfbnshave wefeen eminent in all three 
faculties?, BfofrniSy when: a youths had all Te^- 
fence and Horace by heart; Jofi ScaBger in 21.. 
dates ^ot by heart all Homer ( tne Was contain- 
ing 51^70- veries, and the Odyjfes about the 
iame number) and. in 4. noontns all the other 
Greek Poets.* Mmfieur feiresk, when a youtfe, 
at School , could repeat all Ovitb Mgtamor-* 
fbojis^ and Jufiins Hiftory without book; 
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Card. Bellarmny iaith GaUutius^ had filch a me* 
tnory , ut quicquid hgeret fcriberePve^ ft^im ac Ju" 
bito rectpcrct'y quicquid recepijfety fidelmme ctmjtaru' 
tijjhijeque retineref. P. Pooh Satfis great me- 
mory, a$ well as wit and judgment, even from 
a child > read in his life. Wh^t a man Maff^ 
feur Pafcal was in divers Sciences > his other 
works; what in Divinity; jthe Provincials Let- 
ters, demonifa-ate. I will omit Jubus Scaligery 
yoh, PicuSy Panbis Scalichius, Adr. Jitmebus, Ca- 
Jauhon, Card. Perron in four daies. got by heart 
all £ccle(iaftes iu Hebrew, and befides his b- 
thejr vaft abilities, was alfo an excellent Poet. 
^ Oughtred in his old age had Ovid and Vsr^ 
pi fresh in his memory. JPy*. Suarez had S. Atn 
£im works fo by heart, that he could repeat, 
not only the feme> but for the moft part^fais 
wry words; and if he was asked of any thk^ 
ia his own works ( 22. Volums in foi. ) he 
<;puld teU the place and very page where ie 
treated of it. But this himfelfc^ed not me^ 
'«W7 , but reminifiatce ; for it was indeed as 
much pfdgptent as rnenmy : for he was fo wd4 
verfed in that learning, and fo perfectly ma- 
ftfer .of it ( having read die Ufi^ipie Couffe of 
Schopl-JDivinity , as I remember, 17. times 
over j that if he were asked of any point, or 
conciofion , he would diicourfe of it yoSi in 
the fame manner, and order, as he had writ 
it in his. Books. I could produce many more 
inftances. But in reafon , the goodnes of eke 
judpnent mi^ depend upon infventim aud me* 
morjfy that ^ being the feculty which gives fen- 
fence, actording to the rq)6fts of the other 
two,. Yet few there are in whom thefe fiwrul- 
ties are, a&^ I may j&y, mingled ana. It is beft 
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therefore that all be cultivated and advan- 
ced as^high as th^ are capable to be: and> 
what is rnoft d^aive is moft to be helped. 
And Children having ttuimfy. by mfftire, i»- 
*oentwn not dU youth :> nor Jtfdpnefgf nU: tnata- 
rity, thdr ^itemary is firft to be mens^ed : only 
wish this caution^ that they be made to iin* 
derftand what thqr learn^ and the reafonof ir, 
as foon as they jshall be cap^le. .

Keep their order perfedUf in 
mind, wmch firft, which fecond, &c. and 
when any word is given you to remember, 
^e it in the firft Town , Street, or Sign,- 
joining them tc^ether with ibme fancy , tho 
never fb extravagant , the calling to inind your 
known place will draw along with it the fan- 
cy, and that the word joihed to it.

* For praSfifeylct him have 2,Teachery who 
himfelf hath feme coniiderable dexterity md 
pradtife in it, who may guide his charge by fit 
and eafy rules and exerciies, and notthrofihim 
upon nshii^ in Books at firft , and may take 
his fubjeft after him, and shew him what more 
might have bin iaid> and what he hath faid^ 
bettered. !Meither let the young 'man torture 
his mind at all ^ but fet down what is fuggeOj- 
cd by his memory or fancy concerning hisfub- 
jed:, be it confiderable or no. The Soul wiU 
by little and little heat^ and ivind it felf > unto 
higher conceptions i and in tranfcribing^ he 
may reje& what is too obvious.

Anthers : (vLch^e generally all Paradoxifts, Sa^ 
tyrifb* fuch as write one againft another, De- 
ckmators, Controvertilb, and generally Ora- 
tors and Poets, as Cicero^ Si^i^^lJan^ Seneca '-^ JL 
name Htji laft, becaufe, tno his matter bev^- 
ry cood/ vet he husbands it well, and ipreads 
it thin. Among the Latin Poets, "Lucan-i Ju-^ 
njenaly Claudian^ Epfframmatijts ^ &C. Let him 
alio ufe his own. /wvewl/fl» before he reads upon 
his fiibjedt 5 and in reading fet down what his 
own fancy fuggeffis upon, or befides, the Au-

• 3 For imitation ; let him imitate thofe he 
feadeth ( as is taught in Rhetoric ) by tranjlor- 
tingy paraphrafingy epitefnizingy and compojing up- 
on his own fubjea fomewhat like the other.

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Bor that experience teftifies ; That thofi^ who 
have pa0ed the courfe of their ftudies> and ne- 
ver underftood or praftifed this Art*, hav^ yet 
had very ^od Inventions; that thofiwho vSk 
their fanaes> do not -at all ierve themielvesof 
thefe common-places, nor beg at eyery door 
for Arguments and Metaphors; that, the mat- 
ter fu^efted by thefe places is only geheraljor 
an heap of univa:M notions > which is radier 
a difadvantage then^ an- help. Thus F Art de 

Cfer. But on the. contrary , it mull be ac- 
owledg«d>^ that, all the Ancients > Arifiotle^ 
Cicero y Sec. made great account of this; that 
tho iome have great pads , that they can 
* without Art perform the eflfedhs of art, yet all 
Fields have not a River or a Spring in them^ 
but fbme require the diligence or a. bucket; 
that thofe ( whom they c^led Safhifia.) who 
governed ia their daies, made Profe{Eoh> out 
pf thefe places* to teach* to difcourfe upon any 
fubjed^o (^ couy and to fay all ihat could be 
Ipoken concerning it: that many of late daies 
have attained to plaufibility, in dSfcourfe meer- 
ly by IjiUies art, which is but a few oY thofe 
timmm-phces \ and thofe too the moil general 
and indulind: that, all conceptions are drawn 
out of thele />/^fx ; and if r^fon naturally as 
it were, and of her felf runs to them , it can- 
not but be very ufeflil ( for Art is a mop* cerr- 
tain guide then Nature ) to make her fee her 
^own power, to difeover to her felf her great 
treafure, and to diredl-her, whither to go for 
what she wants. For if the Soul be a great 
Palace furnished with all neceflaries; islrnot 
a confiderable affiftancc to the general Difpei>- 
ier 9 to shew him where every thing is di- 
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ipo&d and deppfited in its proper place ? T be 
K)le reaiba^ why thefe are not more taught in 
the Schools > is, becaufe they are included in, 
and learned together with > t-ogrc and Philo- 
fophy ; and tho the ufe of the Topics in Lo- 
gic be quite different from- this here in- 
tended (which fecms to be the miftakeof that 
Author ) yet being the things are the fone, it 
is left to the diligence and verfebility of the 
Underiianding , to apply them according to 
all their ufes. The uie5 of Topics in Lc^ic 
and Rhetoric J , are to difcover the value and 
force of a propolition in order to find out .the 
truth, and to produce aflent in our fdves oro* 
thcrs, either by conviction or perfwallonj, but 
here they ferve to procure a right notion and 
appreheniion of things, by confidering all that 
belongs to them : as alio to communicate the 
fame right notions to others ^ and by qudtions 
to draw forth ^ many notions as the fubjedwiU 
a£R)rd. Itistruealfb, thatthefe^/^iscex are^neral} 
for being the ro^srisv^^fprings of wit and mventi-^ 
on, theycannot be otherwife^ Invention being 
the well applying of general mcUeates to particu^ 
lariubje^. Thus much alio l.confefs, that thefe 
TIjpw are not ib profitable to them, who already 
underftand Sciences,as to thofe who are ignorant^ 
and concerning the ufefiilnes of them to fuch , 
Matteo Vtlkffim ( of whofe TinUi deF ingeffio I 
have txiade much ufe in this chapter ) telleth 
us; that the Gentleman, for whom he com- 
pofed that Book , by the ufe of it, arrived to 
uich a perfedion, as to be able in a short time 
to write, without ddacing one word, many 
pages concerning any the meaneft fubjeA pro« 
pofed to him \ to the great admiration of as 
tn^yasknewbim. ff 
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It is alfo to be voted ^ that fome fuhjeSts are 
harren^ which notwithftanding will ferve very 
well for beginners j fuch are univerfal, plain > 
ordinary themes and propofitions, whidi are 
to be fertilized by divers Artifices^ chiefly by 
clothing them with ibme rare or unaccuftomf 
ed ctrcumfiances '^ fuch as have a ihsw of noveby 
ox unexpeShdfiesy for nothing clfe is groteM. As 
to ctmgratulate for a d^ee, marriage, &c. are 
barren> except there be ibmewhat particular of 
age, fevers examination, extraonknary merits 
&c. It is alio to be notedy thar, tho ibme per- 
Ibns have fuch happy hsfuentions^ that they 
can prefently compare notions, and as it were 
defiant ex tempore upon a fiibjeft; yet will they 
ibmetimes be at a lofs \ and then thefe 7bpics_ 
will ^be uieful unto them ^ tho perhaps not 
£> much as to ordinary wits ; who muft read» 
and obferve much, that tfiey may ftore up a 
Maga2in of conceptions ; and pradife muclv 
a^b> that they may readily and eafily by their 
yuefHo^parnp out what is to ferve their occa- 
iions. For every proportion is the anfiaertofome 
ijueftioTi^ and we think we underftandperfectly, 
when we are able to anfwfer any aueAion con- 
cerning our iubjed:. All fubjeSs alft) are either 
oi fin^e *u)ordsy or propofttions.

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well-being of man ; for should every one know 
exadly themeafiueofhisown ability >the grea* 
teft part of the World would be miierable. 
Every man> dierefore, makes himfelf chefhui- 
dard for all others, efteeming e!ireryonesabili« 
Ides' and aj&ions , as thc^ are equal or confor« 
mable to his own: Ana this ieems to be a na- 
tural fii^eftion; but if it be too much idHu%Bd> 
£> that either tot frukoi his own parts > know* 
ledge, &c. or for mter^ zskdcavawffnefx'^orfon 
haim and rtfMtatifm ; or for aifimm and tduca^ 
^m\. or amr other by-rd|>edb ama& warp his 
Judgineftt y ne lies under a hfting and uioiver'* 
iaU prejudice. For this is the beginning ofOpn 
matretjf ; and when Mipng the advice and judg<« 
ment of others > hej^Z/trar only his own couii» 
iel , is it not juft that hp should be permitted

But I can eafilier 
pardon thefe thcui thofe who for hve of gain 
t^fofe the Mapfirate and GovemmmP ; who 
knowing the humor of the ordinary people to 
be againft obedience, and fubjeddon^maKe ufb.

Hence comes an itch ta mvewf or pub- 
lish new (q>inions and £mcies> to ftmrrd tor a 
new interpretation., and. even go to Law for 
the primogeniture of a notion. From hence 
difo 9 if. £arpned a little by covetaeoufiies , 
comes mfedithms, Sfibcdience to Ms^iftrates, 
hereiies, ichiimcs, and rebellions, is it not 
firange to fee an ignorant peribn , without 
tifmprehefuiingy or fi> much as tafiing^ Ac prin^ 
ciples of Ans and Knowledj^, toju^for mm- 
felf, and fcom to be guided^ e^dally in' 
things of confequence, where moft caution is 
to be ufed ? h^ thsit will not refui^ to be 
tauo^ht to be a Shoe-maker^ fboms to be inilra- 
Aed in Divimty ; and he will fubmit to a Jlfif- 
fier of a TYadey that will not bow to a DoBor. 
If a man well furnish'd withthiiSj^/»«/iVMfe^ 
happens to b? informed in fbme paiticiilar 
knowled^ above the refl of his condition; he 
inmec'iitely thinks himielf- x^/Eri^r onfy to An* 
geb; infirumoftht deipifeth; all imoroMte^ yea 
and jfbmetimes Science too, he defieth; and 
pretends to nothing but /«g!^/ri«f/fl», and, the 
confequent of that, infaBbiBtyj then hath the 
Devil psrfedted his work in him, he is ad- 
vanced 
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vaoced as far in error as is poffible, and be- 
comes a ye<&m* and an iin^i&r. 

4«.Of 2lI1 O^matrety y that which proceeds 
.firofq puftome, and Educatim y is the leail ab- 
fiird^; yet. a fiuilt it is alio , and more difEcult- 
ly conquerable then the reft. For the errors 
become in a manner comtatural ; and tho 
a MJiafi^ yet liave lb tinded the Underftand- 
ing > that it apprehend^ nothing but through - 
theitp..And tHerefore the. pore any one knows 
ih*hiS(^rrpj:* the more difficuldy is it fradi-^ 
c^<ti-^ yet time 9 and labor will do much; ove^ 
cufiiime not being fo he expeUed bu$- bj another. 
Prpna, this force, of Education it comes, thatr 
herefes and dijfenfions^ are for to many genera- 
af>ns continued; that whoje Ordersj ^dibme- 
times KapJQxs efpoufi one, (pinion; and that con- 
^rsixy to another as wife and learned, as it felf» 

. 2. T I M OR o u s N E S^ bafineSy or flothfiilnes^ 
is anothg- prigine of Errorsy quite contrary to 
^ofe produc'd by ye^Wwf ; whgn a man feems 
CO have no opinion of his ^uMr,. but to afliimethe 
colour and unftureof thofe with whom he 
iconverieth- IT^e Opiniatre takes ^orfalfi what 
any other perion affirms , the Comffaijdnt for 
trite. This is indeed' the moft peaceable way , 
and thebeft to make a fortune, but corrupts 
the juGi^meiit more then the other. For fuch 
a man either dcfpifcth Truth as a thing of no 
valuey not worth laboiine for^ or his vwnSouly 
as if God had not given him reafon, but had 
brought hiiTi into the World, and not endued 
him with fufficient ability to guide himfelf in 
it. Such men ufually admire other mens per^ 

finsy, 
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fins^ and take things upon the credit eirfier of 
a greater number agaiml a kfi ( which in diffi- 
cult matters is very dangerous) or fometimes of 
zlefi againft a greater. Or of perfons fiat'verfed 
in what is defired to be known, as of a leam* 
cd man In things of piety or fecular prudence ; 
of a pious man in matters of learning and* the 
like : yet this is better then to take a mans 
judgment, becaufe of fbme external zndacdde»' 
tal advantages ; as to think a: man kamed^ or 
in the truth, becaufe a- jWrt^/ or acguaintoice. 
Or, I am of his opsman^ becaufelsain, or hope 
to get, by him. Or, he is rich, fir which Men 
hold him wifi. He hath ft) manyiig/ow, there^ 
fore he hath reafin. Or, he is in great Office, 
he is above us, therefore wifer then us; he is 
of our Order, therefore we muft fuftain him; 
From this admiration of perft)nsit Comc% that 
he is thought a goad Preacher that fiveats 'and 
labors in the Pulpit ; or he a good Advocate 
that Ifowb at the Bar ,• or he a ivife man that 
talks grofvelj. We alfo think him a. wicked 
peribn or our^enemy that is acquainted with 
iiich, as if all that converie together joined in 
the fame intereflr; him" prdud and iniblent,. 
that negkfts adue dviKty; himignOranr, that 
is (low andfilent; and him to have taken good 
counfel, that hath fuccrfs. Hence alfo it pro- 
ceeds that moft Men admire what is mfashhm 
and vogue even in "RsUgim it felf, and learmngy, 
as well as in clothes and phrafis. That- Men 
are taken with shews and Ibiendor,^ and vain 
appearances: and' are unwilling to go out of 
the track; but relinquish realon, and many 

times virtue it felf j bfecaufe they want com- 
pany:. 

But 
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But that which moft impofeth upon perfbns 
of learning and prudence, i&'y if they fie a mam 
fay mud) truth^ and 'weBy they are iff to takethe 
refi efhis ifcfmrfi ufm that credit. The firong 
carries o£F tne mxak ; and the Ufkhrfiandh^ once 
imtqtured^ is not willing to try her ftrength a 
feoond time againit the viBor. 

3. I WiLJL mention no more of the Tagi- 
mtty but in short reduce all the caufis of errors 
to a. heads of misjudpng. The firft is too hafty 
ajfesting^ the fecond toojhyw. For the firiir, 

I. TTiere being no proportion , for which 
fbmewhat may not be iaia, many Men(whe* 
ther out of p^u&on, intereft, want of ability or 
leifure» lazines, or whatever other caufe) re^ 
with thefirfi Mearancoy and bv little and little 
take root* ancTfix in error. Alas how few^r^nf 
]H^ of jprobabilities! of them that can, how 
few toxii tJte fahtt to weigh andcon&ier ? how 
mahy are eoncenid diat Error should be Truth ? 
and who are fb eafily deceived, as they that 
think themfelves wifeft? Hence it comes> that 
{o many Men abandon themfdves xofenfuabtj^ 
oovetoufiiesj and other vicesj without remorte^ 
or difcovering the fallacy, for th^ affiime to 
themfelves certain xeafens built upon flight 
foundations > which they are am^nid should 
be true, and therefore th^ wiU rmt oxanane 
them : but becaufe they have fbme ( tho 
but very fmalU shew of reafon* they ferve 
them, nril for dilcourfe widi others, and then 
to fool themfelves. As genec^y for all we 
they mge. , ; 

The escample of other Men, the moft > ma-? 
py aUbin pro^rlty, and many e(leemedgood> 
that yet are vicious iome way. That 
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may be objedted. So that wee are nor to be- 
Idve ourfeives awake> becaufe we> iomtiines* 
dream that wewalke> think,eat>&c. KD^Brm 
more then hmtisb ; fortheBeailsfeedsaQd fleep, 
guided by their feifes, notwithftandin^ the 
manifold errors , and deceits of them » without 
any fcruple of doubting. Againfk bmnannahsft 
alio, and injurious to our good Creator \ bLfc- 
ming him forgiving us no tpore certainty then 
h needhil or lueflil ^ and not flich a one as by 
curious peribns may be ttMymd. Tis alio A^ 
gmnjt their ovm frsBifi'y for what Sceftic ever 
refufed toeat or fleep^ pretending that the ne- 
ceffity of diole adions W9S not grounded upon 
a principle of abfohite certainty > or the luce; 
Vrnich notwithftanding, tiiey willingly fi^- 
geft to others? Upon the tefitmmy affinfis and 
reafbhing upon the objedb fuppUed from the 
fenfes, -m the momentsof our uvesmAfifrttmes 
depend^ Peace and War:^ Goveromentand o- 
bedience, and the reft. He would be very li- 
Scuhmiy that being convinced of robbery before 
a Magiflrace> should plead that the ienfes of 
the witnefles might erre^ that they might be 
at that time afleep \ and dream they wererob- 
bed ; that it is dangerous to take awaya^ oaans 
life without abfolute certmnty. In short j not to 
ailent to fuffldem evidemr.. i. e. to ib much as 
all men are wont to af^nt.u|ito> s^nd upon 
which they fet their lives- and fortunes^ ieems 
ta be a diiclaimine; of hqmaiie natures and a 
filly aflfedlation to oe what maa never mar, «, 
hot can be. ' 

* 6. I Will' inftance in no more Errors, but 
proceed to the 'Remedies^ of which (bme concern 
the£^£^iM/ar, others theJ&&r^f ^. For thefirft.

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X. I Woidd not have the InpruBor to be offen- 
ded > if his charge take not every thing upon bis 
autbority; Oheft fkrumque nsy qui SJcere veUntj 
a$ahmtas docentis. But encourage him to ask 
quefiimu , apd move doubts ^ accuftom him 
to &ive his mnim and redbns in doubtful ca- 
fes^ eipecially fuch as fall out at that lime» 
and iipon the place. For want of fiich^ let. 
' him j:enlure the Ancients; let him accufe the 
murderers of Cafarv jeer Cato for killing him- 
felf > &c. QuicKen aUb and waken his fpJrit> 
by giving him liberty to Cuntradidi you, when 
he nnds redbn for it.; and when he doth not* 
do you^hew him what arguments are againfl 
your felf. Encourage in mm all thinking and 
exerciie of *the mind; and let him judge and 
ceniure freely what he reads or hears; iparing, 
iaccioxx& alwaies for charity &ke; and dijcourage, 
%im not for every error be commits. Take ifotall 
the talk to your felf; nor make to him long ha^ 
Ta»&ies» expelling a youth should po along with 
you> and imderfland and believed! you fay. But, 
dilcpurfe with him much after Socrate^s man- 
xier; which teacheth hiim to knov) things even 
I before he leam them> i. e. by confidering and. 
\ comparing them with things ehnjtaus znd /ami- 
I iW> to wind up to the knowledge of tningj 
^tMtkovm and oh/cure. This will enlarge and 
, ctx^t his fpirit to an univerfal contemplatim of 
I the natures of things as they really are; and' 
J make him to admire nothing; to Defurfriz^d 
I 'with nothing; and not condemn every thing 
^ i^at is not caftin. }ds own- mold , or framed af!- 
' za: his own mode jand tafte. Thus he wOl n6t 
, be offended with finall matters; nor be amasid 
CP iec contrary humors 9 opinions^ or fashions^ 

iior 
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nor be fike a man brought up in a httk» fee 
all things through 9Jfe bok. It is alio ob&rva- 
ble, that die more anyone knows v the le& is 
he ingaged in opihiatrety > but this I only 
mention. 

2. H E that feeks truth 9 and to perfeft his 
judgement, muft endeavour to render himfelf 
iiu^Jerent, free, and JHfenyigeixtMt he may 
be ready copaishis&htence'/prim<^«2S^^ 
ffobiaa: which is chiefly by delivering Mmi^ 
from the power and dommidn of all paffions 
whatfoever. Which is done by regulating the 
hnagmetwn ( for there is their DennningJ /. f. 
by fiibjedingit torealbnand iS^€Undfffiandini\ 
that it ma^ not without coniiiltation follow 
thefiiggeftions of 7?^ ^ and unruly motions of 
the jiffetHe. And this is not difficult if the 
particular occalioh can be foiefeen; but be- 
caufe that happens not frequently 9 iris requi- 
fite to &t a cimihMal guard over our weaKcft 
place, where we are mofl obnoxious to the e- 
nem)r ; and to have a continuall magazine of 
(iich fober and moderate cmfidefotims ^ as ad- 
vice, reading, and experience will ftimidi. 
But if nptwithftanding you cannot prevent 
^de apprehenfions , whicn indeed is difficulty 
I mean for a man to ftand fb continimllv' upon 
Gentry, his arms ready and fixed^-and in his 
hands; then at the time of the amijt> ret'm\ 
let the TMitlm j^end it fi^ in vaine, and fiififer 
it not to fix upon the objeft* But at the worft 
play an aftergame. iTanger v. g. haveprevai- 
fed againft you, fofce vour felf tobeg pardon; 
and let shame and ( efpedally vobmtary ) ip^ 
nishment, 6t penance* bring )mth to reaibn. So 

againft 
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^aanft ^Jiknce contradift your own» tdio law^ 
mU> ddires another time, and do contrary 
to what yovi moft zSeSt. In fiim , obfirve 
your own inclinations ( for accidental Paflions 
are not fo dangerou;^ ^id watch over themdi-* 
ligently, which is aub better and eafilier per^ 
formed'^ if you cui procure a faithful ffmtittit 
to affift and adviie you. Ne3ct iet nor your af^ 
fedions to much upon any thing whadbeveT) 
even not upon the^nsfriSfr, or works of Chariu 
which- are not nece(ikry ^ purfiie nothing with 
^agemeis and engagement. And think not* 
when you hsr« conquered three or ibure 
times > that the war is ended* Paifions are' 
much the weaker by being overcome 9 but take 
heed they rally not Sgifam effe volwit^ ita 
nnveri deMiy utferfetu^ curentmr. Good couniel « 
is not to be taken as 2hyfcyho3C aa mmishm^^ 
continually received', ruminated > smd' dig^ 
iled< . And laftly, when you are fbiled^^ put? 
ibme penance upon your telf^ and reiblve up- 
on greater diligenceior the fluure. And ufing 
thete meimS) doidM: not> by Gods blelling> 
but to arrive in time to a iedate tranquillity of 
; mind^and a clear underibnding of the truth, a 
\ condition not more advantag!eous to thepoflel^ 
' ior» then grateful to, and admired by> ^va 
; with whom you converfe.

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her own actions. He iJbac ufeth this, will find

^, and ckar-i water. Hence it will toUow that 
^ nmch bupnes is a great imfedima^ to him that it' 
fires toferfeit his judgment^ nemo occufattu bonam 
nimtemmotmt. Sen. An experienced peribn is ca« 
pable of engaging himielf in many emploi- 
ments> but a beginner muft not ; nor in any 
one bufines that taketh up his whole time:, for 
by that cleans indeed he may be well sidlled 
in that one thing; but he cannot arrive at the 
largenos and camfrehet^ivenes required to true 
Wfdom. Again, whatfoever conduceth to heigh- 
ten, and, as I may fay, to fpmtuaU^, the Soul, 
is sJib advantageous to wifdom. And this no- 
thing doth io much { of the feveral parts of 
learning and fciences I have fpoken before) as 
Devotion or Cqptemfiatian; wmCh is a borrow- 
- ing of Ught immediate^ from the Snn; and a 
^ liiung and raifing up the SquI to God ; who 
of his infinite goodnes hath made the reward 
rf his firvice4n fbme fort 5he g}95 of it alfi. 

Now the firfl confideration a wife man fix- 
eth upon, is the great ETidofhis Creation ^ what 
it is% and wherein it confifts: the next is of the 
moft froper means to that end: afterwards he 
weighs the difficulties and hinderames, lie is like- 
ly to rencounter 'm his obtaining that end. 
After which he weighs all partioilar occur- 
rences, how they conduce to« or at l&iftagre^ 
with Qiat end, and thofe means fb chofen. But 
for thefe, I refer you to fuch Authors as have 
fpoken exprelsly concerning them.

filly queftion^ ( for fiich thofe demands feem

Md obvious ) and frequent vifks. Methinks 
therefore, it were better eijerj we to he educa^ 
ted at hmi^ to the fiibje&ion and obedience of 
tfe own uountry Laws^ ^d Cuftoms; ( ex- 
cept the Laws and Government be fubverted, 
fls they ktdy were^ and ei^ept there be fome 
liidh Nation in dbie Worlds as admire all Laws 
and Cuftoms. but their ov^. ) Eteodet woidd 
not give hoftaees to Antipater of the youdh) 
liat of grown Men. And the FeHiansy when 
ip^anting a King , they fent for fome of the 
RoyaH Family, then ho^fta^ at Rome, were

Such 
as enter ndt, into any Art or Sci- 
ence , but are the fefult of escpaieitee in the 
converfation and ai9fairs^ of this World. I bo* 
gin with CiviBty^ as being the firft to be leant- 
ed and praftifed ; and tho many rules of 
it feem plain and obvious, fiich as are fit to be 
infinuated into the Pradife of Children ; yet 
are they not to be neglected, but to be neal'd 
into yaufb , that they may not through defed 
of them « miicarry in their age, as many great 
lerfbns have done, who trufting to their Jhh 
}tce 2iXiAfivere virtue, have bin ruin*d for n^- 
cd of compliance and civilitt. For tho Ser» 
pents are greater poyfbns ana prdfenter death, 
yet more men are aeftroied by their trre^da-* 
Tity in eating and drinking. And JmoB njommds^ 
if many, are mortal. To be couragimu^ bmm^ 
ffjifl > and jifi are indeed much greater and

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nobkr then to be of an agrmAk cammfatim \ 
yet is this as ufefiil , for it is in continual pra* 
GoS^y the other rarely and upon oco^on : be* 
fides other virtues have need, of fomewhat to 
maintain and exerciie them.

I mean, as Religion and reaibn fii^efl: And 
as a good Courtier , for his intereft comflies with 
every one , alwaies gay , cheerful and com- 

Elaimit) without any. humor of bi^own, only 
orrawing that of the company. So in like 
maner, every civil ftrfin doth the fame, fo fer 
at leaft as to avoid idl ofiehding thofe with 
whom he converfeth. 

4. For Civility confifts in thefe things , r. 
In not exfreffmg, by adions, or fpeeches any 
injury <y disefieem y (^hfte , or undervaluing of any 
odier. 2m in teing ready to do oHgood offices and 
ordinary ksndnefs for another. And 3ly in re^ 
teifving no injuries or offences from others, i, e. 
in wa tejcttting every word or adtion > which 
may. ( perhaps rationally ) be interpreted to be 
dijefieem or uhdervaluing. Indeed our refutor* 
tioso i which is onely pretended in this cafe , 
( were it really in danger )^ yet is not of fuch 
conie<]uence many times > as peace and quiet- 
nefi ; but ive are ordinarily unjuft and partial 
Judges of our iQwn concerns , never looking 
upon our felves but with love and value. But 
however our patiienc^ is certainly a rewarda* 
ble virtue ( but .whieth^r the corredion of a 
mifdodr will reufcire well > is a difficult que^ 
ftion ) and is that fo much xccommended by 
our Lord , of forgiving trefpaflers againft us.

/offf ,' and varieth with the age or feafon, fre- 
quently according to the fancy of mechanic 
perfbns, in dieir federal profeffions : whereas 
the rt§ks of Civilftj y founded upon Prudence 
and Oiarity, are to peipetuity $mchm^uAk. 
I Q>eak not here of fuch ceremonies as are by 
duty required towards our fuperiois> either in 
geiture> fpeech , or other addrefsi Thofe are 
not in our difpcMing to omit or alter 9 a^om 
our Great Mifla: liath impofed them > and 
that rationally, for the eafe of the Magiilrate> 
acnd to make his commands current , and we 
ought to obey without diQ>ute or pleadii^. 
Nor of fuch as are ufcd generally in convem* 
tion , whereof alfo I advife every one to be 
rather liberal^ and give ibme of his own'> then 
retrench any of what is due But of fuch as 
by particular peribns (who either would' feem 
modish and perfe<31y civil, or would hide their 
poverty of underibinding and difcretion under 
the vail and varnish of muk ) fhulied and af- 
fedxA. Whereby thetn^ves dhink to infinu* 
93i6 into the &vor of thole with whom they 
converie ; bur thofe imagine themfdves e- 
fteemed as weak and eafy> that are to^be mo- 
ved with fuch trifles ; and ( as fome women ) 
are thought to be taken with rubans and fan- 
cies more then real decency. .

He that uieth them> beleivethnot himielf,nor 
would have his Auditor believe his eMreOionsi 
but I know not what gteatneis of aitedtion : 
he is alwaies efferii^ and promifing, never /^^ 
farming /y asking pardon where there is no 
offiance or nec^mty y but when it is com- 
manded by God andireafon, he will dye ra- 
ther then demand it» Thefe are imapnary fer- 
vicesj mfienaly impertinent 3 humiliations 9 a 
filemm nQn-finjf\ an abuiing of language , and 
putting tocher many ^ckkI words to figni^ 
nothing; The ufe of this traiterous difcourle 
( if any be ) is to knde a mms-filf ( as Juglers 
and Nwunceternks ) in a cloud of good words, 
that the* Auditor may not difcover more of 
him then himfelf plcieth. Or as Trades-men 
keep you ftill in talk> IdR: vou should tQO nar- 
rowly examine the wares they would put upon 
yoM. Cffidous lies they are , licenied by cu- 
llom, and like the unproportionableg^ments, 
are faults of the age. Neither is /^//«^ ^ e^- 
vouruggment to , or accompanying, in vite , or 
^trer ; cv^faaiMg to any thing frejuuicial to 9 
third perion ; z permitting to ofiend, or adtu- 
i^y finmngy or the like ; any part of CiviUty^ 
Sox this, confifts not but Vfixh Jevere yuftice^tci^ 
€bgritjy mi fJid J>ifimiw.

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7. And therefore it ^ as all other virtues^ 
requires an early initiati&ny and continual pra- 
&fe to arrive at a perfeft habit of it. Itcon-< 
cerns'aUb Parents and Educators to fee that 
the educated converfc as much as may be, wixk 
his e^iuab or fuperiors ^ not with fervants or 
mean perfbns , left he put on their manners , 
and playing Rex amongft them > he become 
.apt to undervalue all others , and fo become 
infblent. It behoves\ them alfb to give him 
m evilexampk by themfelves, or others ; but 
propofe fuch Precedents , as they defire the 
young Map should copy.

P^»- 
f&nf> iaith 71u^> ai omm^fiimma natus habeh^ 
invocejfhularemy c^ inpwtujummam dignita* 
ttm. This confifts^^ i. inxhefrafertumaniBlhar* 
fv^ betwixt every mans peribn and conditio 
on ; as for a young man to be adtiye and 
^rigjbtly , not domical and reftleis : a grave 
man flow and deliberate , not dull and ilug- 
giah. 2. I%€97tfii^ej oppoied tO sheepish hash^ 
niines ,* when one knows .not how to look ^ 
foeak 9 or move , for fear of doios amils ; but 
dlwaies blusheth > and k notable to iupport

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floofj to gnaw your bones^ to handle do^^ 
&c at the table^ to obferve what and how o- 
thers eat , to diibraife or praife immoderatel^r 
the meat* or fm^l to it ; for if you iiifpedl it 
let it alon^ left you ofiend others. 

Frefiifi not to others nvbat jomt felf have tafi-* 
td. Drink not> nor talk with your mouthful], 
or unwipedf or glais full; nor put the cup too 
far into your mouth as Qdldren do; nor drink 
ereedily , or fo long that you are forced ( as 
Hories ) to breath in your draught ; norblow 
into any ones cup> or upon his viduals^ tofts> 
&c. 

Talk ma at taik anj wtffrateful or impertinent 
Jifionrfey nor be angry with your fervants, not 
do any thing which may interrupt the cheer- 
fiilnes of the company. It is queftioned whe- 
ther it be civil to talk much at meals > becaufe 
that bindreth the intention of the uble* and 
it is not eafy to avoid all ofien{ivenes> dpeci- 
ally in difcoufe about Divinity,' thefrequenteft 
(able-talk in England. 

In Englandy Strangers tax us for drinking be- 
fore we ear, againil hedth ,- drinking many in 
the fame cup ; and many times the fhufis left 
by the former; for eating much^ much flesh » 
^tting Ions: at meals ^ not ufing forks but fin- 
gecs> and uie like. 

(f. In ViRtings is much more ceremony and 
civility ob&rved in fbme places then others. 
The Italians , and of them the 'Romans , and 
NeMbtastt are moft punctual. The greateit 
cauite hereof is the avoiding of mifinterfretationsy 
and quarrelling. This hach begotten an Art 
if teremonioujnes^ Co fiill of fubtilties and pun-r 
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BSLioh that it is an emploimentto learn them. 
And therefore , tho in this Country of great 
freedom and litde jeabufy , where perfons of 
quality arc' neither fo ^t to give> or take, ofc 
Kilce , they are umnecejfarj , or alio tm/ltfrng^ 
yet it may w fitting to know hdw to eTttertam 
a Stranger ^ or how we are entertained by him > 
Or by any other that expefteth or praftifeth 
this accuratenes of ceremonv. I have th[ere»» 
fore fet down the cheifeft of their rtdes , for 
the moft part out of the Book called IlMaefira 
di Camera , which is (Ml purpofe to inftnxA in 
thofe obiervanccs. 

Women are not ufiially vifited in the fnormngi 
tot Ambaptdoft^ or perfons of bufirtefe oft the 
hour or day of their diipatch or emploiment. 
Nor perfons' in the beginmng of deep mourn- 
ing j and if vifitedj it is not expeSedtoey should 
ufe the accuftoraed ceremonies. Nor lick per- 
fons till they can fit up in their beds, and put 
on their upper garments: Women alfo have 
aiwaies the uf^cr hand^ even in their own hou* 
fes ; and are intreated not to ftir out of the 
Chamber of entertainment. 

It is better to give too much honor to any pcr- 
fon then too little j therefore better to carry 
himfelf ^ inferior to his equals, and equal to 
fiich as are not much inferiors. Inferiors *alfo, 
if of parts, are to be better treated , for farts 
are equal to honors or wealth. The more fami- 
liarly, the more honorably are inferiors, or e- 
quals treated , ( but fuperiors the lefe ) as to 
your table, to your bed-chamber, or clofet, to 
your felf in bed, drefling, or retired. 

Neerefi the tvall in England and France ( I fep- 

f ofe becaufe th« dleand* ) i^ the honorabler 
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place ; in Itdy the rigbt btnd y if t^^ ; the 
middle place y if three , walk together y be^ 
caufe eanlieft l^d of both. 

To make fpu to one to he covered , is fiiperi'^ 
ority ; fo is to turn the back gift at parting> to 
aamnfanj the departed but a little wav^ where^ 
as your ^uall you wait upon to the utmbft 
deor or gate» the fiiperior to his Coach or Horie. 

The Viper nub the vifit^ but not in themidft 
ef a difcourfe ,' nor isne to flayfo lon^ as the 
vifked ieems ^ad to receive him ^ but if he fee 
iiis company much defired » he m^y come the 
oftner. 

Vifits of congratuladon and condoleance the 
iboner the better. 

The tfpermufi fiace cfa^ r^i!f ought not to turn 

' its back upon the grcateft part of the room » 

nor to the door where the meat comes in ; it 

should alfi> have the window before > or at leaft. 

on one tide of > it. 

In making viiits few tilings are ofoferved j 
but in receiving vifts many : as^ entertaining a 
iiipierior or equal , heou^tto be {o clothed as 
to go abroad ; and drawmg near to haiten Im 
pace as if he would have ^ne fiutlier to re- 
ceive him y to meet a fiipenor alfo at the boN 
torn of the ftairs > to accompany him to his. 
Coach. It being a general rule to accompany 
the departer one degree furth^ then where- 
you receive him. 

Equids {, tho beft received as you defire tor^ 
be received by them ) are commonly received 
at the top en the frairs > and the Genrlemeil: 
meet them at the bottom. It is alwaiesobier- 
ved that the viiiteds Gentlemen attend oae de-»- 
gree at leUl. further then the. £atroo* 
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hrfieritfs zxt received acGordingto their quali- 
ties , fome in the Attti-^amerA , fbme three , 
fome two 9 or one Qiamber^ff , or at the 
Chamberdoor j or half the Chamber of enter- 
tainment. Only it is better to ufe too much , 
then to little* courtefy. 

With Strangers , extraordinaiy dvility and 
freedom may be uied ^ becaufe tney come but 
ieldom J ftay not long , and have no emula- 
tion with perfbns of your own Country. An 
eminent perfbn not knowing how to entertain 
a Stranger, feigned indifjpofition^ and received 
him in bed. 

liivjo {eodmeffi^tahsLve Audience ofConw 
pliment at the fame time ^ to the koer the Pa- 
tron commonly an(wers> that A B. is Lord of 
himfelf and time> but that at the fame timehe 
expedbs fuch a one. 

If any we came to vifit , whilft his fiiperiiK 
is entertaining , ordinarily he is conduced to 
another room ^ where he is entertained by the 
Gentlemen ; or if of lower rank > he Itaies in 
the Anti-Camera. 

If an equal come to vific , whilft an eq^allis 
in the room, the Patron asks leave of the pre- 
sent , and leaving a Gentleman or two to keep 
him company goes to receive the new comer. 

To Penbns of Qiwlity , Andhnco is given 
with the Fertiere C-or hanging that covereth 
the door on the outfide ) down ; public Audi- 
ence with it open ; yet if then a Pcrfon of 
quality come, it is aUb let down.

The vifitants or principal 
leat is to be iet in fiich manner as it may look 
fiill upon the door of entrance^ and the greats 
eft part of the room ; the Patrons with the 
back towards the door. If many vifitants e* 
qual> ^their feats are to be fet one befides ano* 
ther » or ordered along the wall which hath 
the forefidd conditions. If two^ their feats are 
to be fetib as to have the door on theirdioul* 
ders> and that on the ri^t hand of tixe door is 
the better place.

Dut he muft be more careful if ft mefla^ of 
bufinefs, except from an equal, or that it re* 
quire hidi But all meflages fiom the Prince 
or Superior are inAantly admitted, and no md^ 
fige muft be wiu^pcrtd to the Patron in com-* 
pany with equals> but fooken aloud.

That teacheth to oienage a£iion> public 
affiun and negotiation with otheis; /iUr shews 
how to escape inconveniences «. and fiifierinjgs, 
by withdrawing from bufine^ and living with* 
and to^ our felves only ; which that teacbeth 
to avoid by difaneedy governing, and regula- 
ting omniidom. Ine Philofbpher perTwadcs 
us to dtufi iS^perfiikfi y f . «. the moft ^et 9 
innocent) xedred, mannerof life^ thisPnafawt 
to Sve fmfi feffeBfy y L e. with the leaft incon* 
venience, or eviLcop&quents, which may di- 
fturb our happines y im a cmmnm or a^ve tfi. 
The one ad vifeth temperance hvaifiMmmgfsoTik 
all Banquets, Feafts, occ. this ^ews how tobe 
Memmit y tbo ymt cmm to them. The one 
tells us that the way.to avoid danger, v. g. is 
.never to go to Sea 9 this » Qncc we are ^nr 

barJKdy 
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barked> would have us govern our (elves, and 
fteer our courfe in the beft manner. Whether 
of thele is better, I now difoute not; but flip- 
poiing a man to have already made-choice of 
an active calling , then "Prudence is of great 
force,' tofrrefee all confequents^ and avoia the 
bad ; ta aii ef}e<%ially , and the shorteft way; 
to chufi the beil means; to menuge crofles and 
hardships; and to he content with what fuccefi 
God snail give. 

2. S I G N s of a wife man are thefe; he ra« 
ther hears then talks; bektves not ealily : jtutg--^ 
tth feldom , and then not without great exa<« 
xnination; ckbberates as long as his matter per* 
mits , Aid when refolved , is conftant, and 
changeth not without foUd reafon ; therefore 
having deliberated , fears not to repent. Hq 
/peak^ well of all ; d^^ndeth the wne of the 
abfent ; courteous^ not flattering; readier to 
give then ask or receive ; fimks rather then 
Faiths ; is moderately grave ; hotforeth his Su« 
penors ; attrihcteth the glory of good adiona 
to hia companions, rather then himielf ; ob* 
ferves his friends, but doth no unworthy a&i* 
on for their &ke ; is ready to ajfijt and plea<* 
{lire all, even the unknown ; yet without of* 
fending odiers ; comfidereth both events , that 
whatever happens- , he may be like himielf » 
neither exalted nor deje(^ed ; av^ds anxietV9 
melancholy > and moroienes ; what he dotn« 
tho neeemtated , yet doth it not as unwil- 
lingly, but makes a virtue of neceflSty : k eve9» 
in his carriage, true in his words, the fante in 
she^ and reality > and beldves to of others 
when he bath no reafon to the contrary ; he^ 

. mbnsres 
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admires none, derides none, envies rsonei dnd 
defpileth nonie , not the moft mifenible : he 
dehghts in the converfation of Wife and virtu- 
ous pedbns ,* frcferefh not his ccma£&» ^)ed- 
«lly when- he undcrftands not well ; is eomtait 
with his condition;: m>rdi0th any thing thro^ 
contention, cmularioo, or revenge, batflrives 
to render good ahvaics even for evil. He Zi- 
hmreth to know {o much^ as to be able to de- 
pend upon his own judgment) thohedoitnou 
Ahi tu ^ fac ptmbter. 

3. A Fool taUos much , and Vttle to pur- 
pofe,' is angry without cai^; trufls any one; 
IS reftlefi ^and fttll changing place , troubkch 
.himfelf with what doth not concern Mm; the 
more fool he is the more he nnderftands other 
mens busies , his own the leis, and therefore 
is d^iudts rsac^ to reprehend and adviie , iel- 
doia to obey; he di&ems noc whea ]i%i/«pm/; 
but {emfible enough to fancy himieif aSmid 
He deiires without choice and diicretion, and 
therefore is quickly weary of what heenjoies; 
he refblves without advice, and therefore fiid- 
dainly chahgeth» and that without reafon. He 
is apt to remfe what be cannot svoid , ddire 
what he cannot obtain , and repent what he 
cannot amend ; he lament the pift, is exalted 
with the prefent, and negligent of the future. 
The fitft degree oi folly is to think titnfelf 
wif<^ th^ fecond to proclaim, it ; and therefore 
he hach wa anfwer ready tx> every queftion, and 
is never better by either counfel or affliction. 
As amongft wife men he is ^Ifefi that thinks 
he knows l^aft « fir amongft fools he is the 
peatefi that thi&ks be knows mofl. 

4* PiLUDEMCE 
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4. PRubENCE^ depends upoir txpmenee ; 
without which no man> of ever fo grear capa- 
city , can any more arriye to be a wife man ,. 
then a fruit to maturity , without time. And 
experience is either of ether men\ which we fee, 
re2A , or hear, or of wr evm afiairs. This i^ 
the harsher Mftrefs^ and happy is he that can 
learn of the other , and arrive to perfedkion ,- 
tho in his old age. Hence it is , that moft 
men underftand that only wherein they are 
moft pradtifed ; as many know what is to be 
done > but neither Jbow to go about it them- 
felves , nor to direft others ; iuch have mucb . 
fiydy , litfk experieme. Many eon advife well > 
DUt themfelves cannot c&. Many can menage *" 
a buiines if not oppofed ; and many better if 
oppofed : as many are not able to beat or chaf- 
fer , tho they know the prices j and mdny 
ignorant of the price?* yet bargain cunningly. ' 
For the ruks ef bnfines are the fame » tho thd 
lubjedis are divers ^ converfing much makes ft 
man bold and coi^dent^ aind engaging in bu- 
fines fits for more bufines ; And therefere it is 
no wonder that many Citizens ( Merchants eA 
pecially ) prove wife-men > ( and in the late 
Wars alfo excellent Soldiers) becaufe much 

{)ra)ftifcd to treating, and negotiation. Th^ 
ike is alfo of JUnyert, But many of "both 
thcfe Profcffions, thereby accuftomed to value' 
ihiall gains, contract fucn a narrovmes efkirity 
andtindhirefof inttt-eft, that it fcarce ever leaves 
them. Nor do I perceive Lofwyert fitter for 
ftate emploiment then Merchants j they having 
both particular Trades, and difierine, as to pub- 
lic Government , no otherwife then an £^ 
Jndiay or an HamterPHgf^ r Afercbant> in refe- 

rexips 
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rence to traffick. For tho the profeffing of 
Law may icem to intitle to ibmewhat more 
knowledge in govemii^ ( of which Laws are 
the rule ) yet in eflfeA it doth not ^ becaufe 
their pradlife ^xA ftudy is about juft and un- 
jufl ^ about memn and tuum y the petit iuterefls 
and controverfies of particular penbns; not the 
Government of a Prince over his people ; or 
his negotiations with his Neighbors ; which 
depencfupon different principles > feldom con- 
iiciered Iw thofe who deale between private per* 
^ons., Befides that the tying of Princes to the 
fhrmaUtm of Courts , tedioumefs of Proqedes \ 
and cafting the Laws of Government into the 
mold of the Laws of private incereft « muft 
needs be great impediments imto it. * 

f . This TruJence , you fee is quite difieient 
" from cunmng , the advantage of Fools » and 
wicked men, who miftake them for the fame. 
For the Frudent mans aime is to fecwre himfi^f 
and intereft , ( the wifedom of the Serpent re- 
commended to us by our Saviour ;) to be in 
fuch a condition in all eftates , as to be able 
juilly , honourably , »id openly > to make mfe 
of all offortunities , and occafions for his own 
aidvanta^e , toward the obtaining of thegreat 
end of his Creation. CumuMg meafures nfiitt 
by efi^ng pumdment , right by law^ and njufe^ 
dom hy fuccefi > reputation by wealdi or pow- 
er ^ ana the fatisfiuftion of others by his own 
intereil. A Vruient man deals (opmerely , that 
he fears not the examination of his a&ions or 
purpofes ; and is not afraid to have witnefles, 
if it were pofSble* of his thoughts. The €r^ 
builds his Houfe uttfcr gi:ouna, tdat , tacet , 
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Affrmdat > infiMatur > frari^t hofiium emtjilia j 
and in order to his own advantage he looks 
upon all other men as enemies. And to theft 
purpofes,he ufeth many artifices-^ as taking ad* 
vantage of the ferfon , if in neceffity , intang- 
led in vice, fear of punishment* or difcoveryj 
if In danger , humor , pailion y any weaknefi 
or ignorance : he alio watcheth the time y if in 
mirm > drinking , forrow ; if inadvertent , if 
e^ ^ he makes ufe alfo of his authcrhy , repu* 
tation J and fiiperiority , to hf^fe upon inferi* 
ors. He jpretends great kindnels and affection 
in general expreflions ; or particular ambiguous 
ones ; or- liich as he will not be obliged by ^ 
for he purpoieth nothing ; nor hath he, or e« 
ver intends to have , any friend But his ^'eat 
engine is a fiwoth ttrnffte , and a competent 
ftock of mt. 

6. Persons fajjlmafe , fanciful , intem- 
perate , are wont to affrehend things finvgly ; 
and fb apprehended to bekive , and affirm to 
Others , and aft accordii^ly thenfelves : and if 
foch men be of reputation or power, they of- 
ten do much harm. Very wife men alio arc 
oftentimes too refblute , and obitinate in their 
opinions ; for bdng ufed to thinking , they ap- 
prehend much of tneir objedt , /. e. in a short 
utne chey overlook the reaibns > circumftan- 
ces , probabilities , colieft confluences , &c, 
which aftions femiliarize the objed: to the fa- 
culty > and this renders the. reaibns of the con- 
trary fide, leis probable. Even as our converfa- 
tion with a man breeds ibme degree of kind- 
nefs and friendship to him , tho the man him- 
felf be not worth our acquaintance. Wherefore 

every 
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e\'ery Vrudatt man ought to hejedbus aod fear- 
ful rf hwjfslf^ left be sun away too haftily 
vkh a like^hood infiead of truth ^ and abouni 
too muchinhisownieafe.

A ricli man because rich 
the poor man hath as poor nei^bours >.Qr rich 
ones that gape after th^ fmall which he enjoys 
eth : beware therefore how you affind^aa^ man« 
for the ofiended joins againft ym'y and be fure 
you hate no man > tho you tmnk him aa evill 
pr unjuft peribn. Nor enuy any one above you ; 
you have enemies cpough by your own itatc , 
make no more ; but rather > procure as many 
friends as you can to uphold and ftrei^;then 
you. Every mam bafb alfi an t$iemj yfi^hm btm- 
fetfy he that is not cholei^c is cov<etous , \s 
facil , I mean by Nature , for if he hath fiib- 
dued thefe natural defires > 'tis otherwiie. Nor 
can a choleric man £iy ; I am to be pardon- 
ed; 'tis natural to me^Jucf^a oneis not fi>. For 
that fiuh a one hath alio his infirmity j his in- 
clination , which perhaps is. harder to ccmquer 
then yours. Beiides what is according to na- 
ture , isfeldome perceived b]^ us ; a choleric 
man perceives not when he is angry > at leadl 
thinks it no gieat fault. Therefore ic.is ne€ef 
fitrj tohave onAdnifir^

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th^ are guilty of crimes. It is alfo in our lifi^ 
as in Arts and Sciences ; the greater differences 
2xe eafify Mfiemed , but of the finaller moments 
onely the ^ife and skilful in the Art can judge. 
Many vkes alio > tho contrary , yet are like fa 
virtues , the Gonfipes of both are the fame ; 
and the exad: limits and boundaries difficultly 
fixed y 2is of Dride and greatnefs of fpirit ; Re* 
ligion and Superftition ,* quickneis and rash- 
ness 9 cheerfi^neis and mirth ,* {or of ambition 
and fi^Bciency ^ Government and Tyranny ; 
liberty and licentioufhefi y fubje(flion and ier« 
ritude ; covetou(hefi and frugality ; and fo of 
the reft. And yet Frudemx chiefly confifts in 
tiiis very exa&mfs (fyud^ement ^ to difcern the 
one from the other ;; and give to every cauie 
his proper actions and efft^. it is therefore 
neccllary for every one , that defires to 
be^a wife man ^ to lAfernje his awn athonsy and 
the original of them , his thoughts and inten* 
tkm y vfrich great care and circumfbedtion ; 
«lfe he shall never arrive in any tolerable man- 
ner to the knowledge of what he doth well or 
ill. And left all this diligence should be infuf- 
ficientsas the partiality to himfelf will certain- 
ly render it , it is very requifite for him to 
€tmfi A friend , or Monitor , who may with all 
freedom advertife Him of his failings , and 
advlie him remedies. Such a one > 1 mean > 
as is a difcreet and virtuous perfbn ; : but eipe- 
ciflUy , one thas thruffcs not himfelf upon the 
acquaintance of great Pcrfens , nor upon em- 
ploimems fcandcuous for oppcartunities of in- 
f uftice *y that bridleth his tongue , -and wit ; 
^f>at can converfe with himfSf , and attends 
upon his own afl&ireswhatcverthey be. Infmu- 

ate 
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titeyour fdf into a confidence with him ,* and 
deiire iiim to ohferve your conver&tion y and 
ferioufly and friendly admonish you of what 
he thinks amifi ; and let not his modefty reft 
till he condefcend to you: fat do not imi^pme 
that you bve om iajyatim^ ftmbs or that tnofe 
paths art umbpruerpH IA0& men iee that in 
another ^ which they do not in themlelves. 
And he is happy « who in the whole Q>ace of 
his life can attain to a reaibnable freedom from 
fnsy and that with the help ofeUage^Oy diat 
great dompter and mottiner of our iufis and 
paflSons. If he inform you > whether true or 
ialfe > take it t^otpatientfy > but tba^kfuBy ; for 
the advamage is the £une ( which is , to break 
the inordinate afieAion you bear towards vour 
felf , ) and be fiire to amexd : thus you both 
get a friend > and perfeA your felf in wifedom 
tmd virme. When you coniider^ that youmuft 
give account <xf your adions to your vigilant 
repTOver ; that odier men fee the' fame imper< 
ledions in you as -he doth ; and that 'tis im- 
pof&ble for a great man to enjoy the advan- 
tage of friendship > except he firft diiix>be him- 
ielf of thole qualities y which render him fiib- 
jed to flattery , U. except he firfl ceafe toflafr- 
ter himfelf. A epod Confiffir in Religion 'will 
(iipply much of fiich a Mpnitors work ; tho 
the one doth it judicially y the other only in 
familiar converfation. And how much more 
worthy is fiich a one of entertainment > then 
thofe> whocometo yourtableto makefawoes, 
eat your meat y cenfiire their .neighbors y But- 
ter y and deride y you ?

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cfteem. *Ikofe mocks are moft refented which 
touch a .mans reputation , chieflv that of -w/zor 
difiretiim , for of ^^^ even fools are chary , and 
every one rather confeffeth his fbrgetfUnefe , 
then ignorance, next thofi ivhkh are for far^ 
tkular adlions , rather then in generd^ for they 
feem to have more of truth ythck of tuifyv^h^ch' 
are of fome fecret imperfedtion ; tvhich are of 
that wherein a man prides himfelf.

skilled in his impertinencies,- or cenfiresdiAn- 
fliors and perfons confidently without reafon. 
And whoever doth thus, be he Divine, Law- 
yer, State$man, Dodor, or ProfelJbr, he is 

a Pedant. 

Do not in or£narj cw^atrf treat of matters 
coo fuhtd and curious, nor too vile and mean; 
nor of things unfeaforiable, as of Religion in 
mixed, or young company , or at table : but 
in all Difcourfe have an "intention to better 
your felf and others. Which that you may 
do, contrive^ {zs much as you can; beforehand 
^fivhat to itifiourfe ^-3ixid lay your fcene, which 
afterwards you may menage as you pleafe. 

A man m^y juaicioujly Sfeottrte » ^ben either 
lie knows the fubjeft very well ,• or nuheu de- 
Crous to learn ( a fubmiffion and ingemlity 
vety grateful in company) or oufepw neceffitat- 
ed to difcourfe , and then he muft do it diA 
erectly and doubtingly , unlefi he very well 
know his Auditory. Cautious alfo muft he 
be who difcourfeth of that he underftands a- 
mong^ perfons of that Profeffion; an adeda- 
tion that more Scholars then wifemen are 
guil^ of; I mean to difcourie with every man 
in his own faculty ,' except it be by asking 
quelHons, and feeming to learn.

you take. 

l}ifi(H&Jiy the amoftgft learned mcii , lai&s 
no growub of Science ^ but fuppofeth them y and 
therefore mtdy is neceflary ; without which 
who fo adventures amongft Scholars , is like a 
Lady, that hath excellent Medicines, but nei- 
ther knows whereof they are made , nor how 
to aj^ly them effedhially. Have a care alfo 
that your income exceed your' expewes , /. r. that 
you near and read more then you Ipeak: for 
ne thatfpends out of the ftockof wit and me- 
mory is jjuickly bankerupted j but knowledg 
and learning continually improve by diicourfe* 
' CunmngMfiourfirs to avoid baffing are wont 
at firft to lay donvm -.a ffopofttnm eafify defenfilfki 
to which they may retreat in cafe of necefE- 
ty ; but defend the other out works alfb as long 
as they. can. 

Msnsnvits and apprehenfions are infinitely va^ 
riousy nor is there any opinion fo extravagant, 
which hath not fome followers and maintain- 
crs , who fit their hypothefes to it. Where* 
fore do not ceniiire any thing on a fiiddain 
as ridiculous , for tho it pleaie not you > it 
m^ another, as wife. 

. Every man makes himfelf the meafire cf all O" 
thers for truth and fiUshood, wifdom and folly, 
learning and ignorance , and the like. And 
who is able to denudate hinifelf of this falfe 
opinion, or prejudice at leaft to truth?

e. without reaibn and advice ; and he advi£* 
eth alio as long as he can ; and that firfi; with 
hi%own thou^ts : which being not fiiflicient > 
he takes in alfi) the affiftance of other mens 
counfel i and heareth others > tho he follow

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perhaps his own. Moft men advife for their 
own intereft , and therefbie happy is he 
who hath % fiend. 

To order your thoughts well in jyeUberO' 
tion , endeavor to fut ymt bufinefs into an 
fSfiojy y confidering wh^t is to be done or 
faid hrft , what afterwards. For the hindrance 
of prudent refolutions is the confufion and 
diforder of thoughts ; which by this method 
is cleared : by it alfo you shall quickly difco- 
ver where the difficulty is , and know when 
you have done. It is alfo very convenient to 
tjjrite down your realbns^^c^ con in delibera- 
tion j for the mind by this means > is freed 
both from the confufion > and burden of thole 
arguments.

Bq not too eager incounfelling others'^ for the 
euil fiiccefs {"^hxch happens frequently to epod 
advice ) will be laid to your charge , and fel^ 
dam shall ^ou be thanked far the good. 

It. h^ppeneth frequently to ipen that are 
wife hj' experience, ,2iXii not learning, that they 
cannot give a reajon of their opinion and aa- 
yi& , tho it be really the belt: ( as a meer 
mechanicall workman knows there is a fault 
in the worir, ( tho : be cannot tell pundbially 
what it is.; nefpifi nat fuch mens opimons;^ 
their ivant of Difiourfe, 
in Deliberations vibmjhere is reajon om both

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fuks and that a mto hath refolved one way ,

Befides the lofe- of what we 
enjoy goes nearer and is more fenfible to us, 
then t5ie future good may advantage; where- 
fore in treating with molt men you know the 
brfb Topic. And feldom is it feen but that feaj* 
aUb gets the better of love, and therefore good 
Mbgmrates truft not only to love, but will in 
fomerdegree be feared alfb. 
/ Secrecf and refirvednef is of infinite ufc ; for, 
befides that fuch are not ealily prevented anxi 
interrupted, men are fWl commenting and in 
fiiQjenfc' about every motion of theirs ; whicb 
gets gt«at reputation. Befides fuddain things 
do more amaze, and confound, then things 
forefcen 6r expefled. But you need not put 

£ur elf to the trouble of fearecy , where you 
if no oppofition. Many 
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Miiny times alfo yourfecrccy'is to be conceal-, 
ed i nor is an inquirer into the bufinefe you 
would hide rudely to be denied ( for that ma- 
ny tixnes breeds jealoufies, &c. ) buti)y pru- 
dent and courteous d^Iunulation to be fenced 
withsd., and his thoughts dextroufly avoided 
rather then forcibly returned upon nim.

And they, find 
thereby great advantage ( as they think ) for 
carrying on bufinefi. The perfonnance ic.

If you defire a courtefy from one beholding 
to you, *m ingenuous net tofnt him in ymnd ef 
it; leaft he thmk you tax him of in^;ratitude. 
A favor done'to a numjtniingy or many dan- 
er, is alwaies very oUi^ng^ both becaufe itte- 
ifacs Jincerity w/thout exped:ation of a return., 
and a gpod opinion of the receiver ; to whom 
the elver needs not to bt^ favarabk:

> that unites and foders ail anedions : nor is 
there- any Atfr/, as well as not 2XiyCafile, that 
can refift its battery, if rightly placed. 

To defire nuealth for its own fake ^ is low » 
fordid, and proper onlv for them, who make 
the obtaining it didr Profef&on : but to defire 
it moderately, in order to do more ^ood^ is 
unblamable. EvenrEBf/ffatim - it lelf is acquir- 
^ , and fuflained by difcreetly keeping and 
0)ending ; to that it tlfo is in a manner fiib- 
Servient to wealth. 

Wejeldamfibe thsLttaeabh mreafithmA famify 
^ //Tctf^fwr^^itfnr together: perhaps becaufe that 
he, who comes into a plentiful fortune, having 
no ocoaficm to; employ his parts and indu(try> 
grows la2,y, and negligent, or at beft b^^takes him* 
lelf to fome other a&rsf or perhaps > becauie 
men not knowing the dii£Sculty in obtaining 
it value it not muth; but radier look after the 
^lendor of the Wory , wherj»mto rich men 

commonly 
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commonly engage and enter their Children ; 
and for that realbn live at the height of the 
reputation of their eftate. 

'^Tbc Prudence to obtain wealth is generally 
conceived to be esating tffjuferflumts or unne- 
ceflary expences : but that is not all ; for there 
is aUb required good menagery> ormakineyour 
penny eo forther then anotMr mans. Sut in 
this 9 Caution muft be'ufed > for many have 
bin ruined by buying good pennyworths. 

In mahhfg frknJs by mor^ Prudence aUb i$ 
required > left you Idle that aiUb. For it is 
beft ufed upon an exigfftt ; wa^onaSy rather 
then fhffeiafy ; and aiStfalfy rather then ctf?^ 
ff^tnthj like a nvet^ not like 2Lfivj. 

Mm/ can htrt vfho comet fraft. And the 
ill tongue of an Lfferhr many times harms 
more uien that of an Equal ^ for it is eafilier 
bdeived , becaufe lefi fii^peded. Tlierefore 
endeavor to keep a fair reputation with all 
perlbns ; with duperfors humble and compli* 
ant> not low and flattering^ with equals grave, 
not morofe; with inferiofs courteous ana fair- 
fi>oken> not iiillen or impoious. Confidering» 
tnat no man is willing to own him , that is 
out of 4^shion> as I may (ay 9 out of the good 
opinion c^the Worki. 

It was ifwre Jangfirm to cffhtd Sejatm then 
libermi. For all men railed from low condi-> 
doa are more jealous of affixmts and contemts ; 
which a natural and generous Superior is not: 
who interprets notmng to <be contemt but 
what ismeerfy (6^ or done onpurpofetoa£ErcMit; 
and nothing to be fo > but whnt cannot well 
be conftrued otherwife.. To fiich t^er^fbre^ as 
U you SQuft cariy your &lf To> as not to 

N be 
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be hated by him; for fou will find it hard to 
pleafe both the Patron and him. Befides you 
Know not how lon^ be will kft; and k ^oes 
bard with a man otunderfianding and fymt j 
that Iris i09d wmfi Jefeml itfm PUfQ > mfd bis iU 

If you umrt; ie nc$ticibd U fmmite , is 
lure to teBjmnr Patrsm that bs^n pm nmmj; fo 
his ill offices cannot hurt you. 

It is unpardonable )U^/» fiMnv/'w^i^ /Am« 
whs are much jfour Stfsrkrs ; for the thred 
breaks where it is weakeft* 

If you be fo ill £itisfied of any perfi>n» thae 
, you tnink not fit to pardon or bKsar widi him 
any longer, yet let him not know fo much; for 
the time may comewheoyou shallhave need 
of him. And if you refolve to chaftife him^ 
difcover it not , left vou be prevented. But 
this is not to be uled Dutinegctremity^ and to- 
wards perfons incorrigible. For> according to 
therulesof our moft holy Faith» 'tis infinitely 
better not to revenge at all, but to pa& byo^> 
fences; then which no man can Aew ^renr 
Wifedome. And this is not very difficult if you 
ftifle quarrels in th^ banning. . But there are 
fome fo wicked . di^Gttons , chat nodiiog 
works upon them but fear; and he that leti 
them gfi unpunisbed , encoucageth them in 
their evil couries. 

Whether you expeA emplotment and pre- 
ferment* or cfauie a private Ufie, if you have 
any thing to lofe^ Emksnmvr tske m Ftfmta^ 
fiom luith ywr Vthue and Superior: and truft 
not to your innocency, or^^wary living. For 
beades, that he cannot want an occafion feme 
tame or o^ (o punish you, you know not 

what 
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what may happeo> wherein yon shall ftand 
in need ot him. 

Much lefi pfcfiime^that JMKT nuaitms are sm* 
Sfivoendy or to commit any fanh upon hopea 
of lecrecy; for a good Judge will fo entang^ 
andhampor you^ that you cannot efcape. ^Sid 
if you be once bSptBoaiy more fiiipiaons will 
be continually fimefted a^^unft you. And e^ 
ven to have mtKh fu(|nc|on and litde proof 
makes againft you^ iot it isafign that you arc 
more dangerous. 

No moB i^mftamd ahoahf uf^fbis gMordy but 
Ibmetimes he will faile and miftake; happy he 
whoie errors are infinallmattera^ that he need 
not great applications and much endeavor to 
get himfilr off the Shallow. Nor can a man 
on a fiiddaiii forefee the depth of a queftion^ 
or the confequences of an adion. Inerefore 
when you doubt* or fee not clearly > bewary > 
and tikt time. Many times finall miftakes 
produce%feat evil efl»98 ; and great mlftakea 
ibnietimes none atall; wherefore contemn na 
danger , how litde ibever it ieem to threaten. 
Be vigilant; CavmsS nulla eft Jhmttenda oceafio: 
It is much better to do fo > thenbebeholdmg^ 
to your friend to fetch youoff ;for that is ac« 
counted e^ial to> if not greater then* a con* 
fiderable benefit. 

Give not much heed to thole, who would 
perjwade you to quit your emploiment j or 

Eretend themfelves to be weary of bufmefs ; 
ave they not a mind to fiiccede you ? or are 
they not lii» the Toxy that havine k)£bhiso^||^ 
tail, would perfwade all the reft to? cut aP^ 
tbein?.

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9. Tis not an unufiial way to obtain pre^ 
ibment to shew a mans-felf k> confiderable as 
tofiigfet hk FriMCf into compliance. In reaibn 
Cbis should be an ill means >bur experience 
^ewes, that under lafch &iperion> or (iich 2s 
are undkr-hatcheS) it many times thrives i^ell 
enough. Upon the &me grounds pioceed alio 
thofe, who endeavor to make themfelves ne- 
cciEury to their Prince; and {o rivet themfehres 
into ois buiinefi) diat they cannot be drawn 
out without tearii^ the piece. 

But of fiich the Fnnct is alwaies^AiAwr; and 
will at fome time or other emancipate himfelfl 
He therefore that takes thiscouriewalkes upon 
a precipice, and the further he goes tbe grea« 
ter is his mine likely to be. The Count of ^. 
Vmd took his meamres upon thefe grounds in 
Levm X L time. But ne had to do with a 
Prince of extraordinary parts. 

The peopk ( upon whofe recommendatioa 
many perions thmk to raife themfelves ) pdde 
mt tbemfihes h reapn, but chance; di«refore 
be is not wiie that ftrives to make himlelf 
their £ivorite, or fbrceth hinrfelf to gaiii thdr 
afiiedion. For they will never do tte like for 
Iiim ag^n, nor forgo the kaft of their profit 
for his greateft benefit. On the contrary j 
the Nature of the people and of all mean ner- 
fons, is> alwaies to vabe themjHvef^ asi/all 
men were obliged to augmeiit and better their 
d^ree : 'tis bdd therefore to deny tbem at 
fir£b> when their defires are modeft. For i£ 

u once grant, you muft never after reft^, 

I your formar courtefy be loft; andtothink 
to iuisfy them is to give drink to an Hydro* 
pic. Yet , if occafioa offer it fcif 10 be fe- 

YOred 
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voured by them; or if vour virtue andgooda^ 
Aions have procured tneir iavor > negleft it 
not. For a gmeral fUmfMUty may ftand you in 
great ftead; befides that> it may be very ad* 
vantagious by your good menagemeiK: to your 
Prince, 

F^itlarity is one of the lowtft and meaneft 
forts of Ambition 'j a refuge commonly of thofe 
who envy fuch as have prevented them in die 
lawful acquiring advancement by the favor of 
their iuperiors. And the thoi^hts of the peo^ 
pie bei^ meaner and lower then theirs > they 
are forced to do and fay many things contrary 
to their own iudsmencs and mclinations. B&- 
fides the people, oetng necef&tous^ meafiireall 
thines by advantage » K> that their fiivor is char^ 
gOjbTe, and feldom any other then breath and 
air, except Religion bein the cafe. 

If you arrive to any power , be very nvarji 
bom^w tampir f thongs grvemmenn ( which is 
ufiiaQy the tefiige of neceffitou$ perfons. ) For 
not being able to perform it your felf > you 
muft of neceflky trufl your cauie andperlbn 
to many foolish and open peribns. Yet no- 
thing more frequently ruins fiich defigns then 
too much caution for fecurity. For that re- 
quires loiter time; and employs more peribns 
ftDOut the principal buiinefs ; and is fvbjeSt to 
many more accictents. 

In amrt hafve many acfuuntaiteef^ but make 
^firktfd for advice andconfiiltation wtofCatfrty 
and one that is not likdy to have any mtqsft 
in your Patron. 

10. The fervice of a Prince is procuring 
that bis wO aid int$»iiims be futfi/bJ: for no 

N 3 man 
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manefteems that (be h never fi> good) that is 
notacocxding; to his cywn defires. Such there- 
fore as his de&es are 9 £ich muft they be whom 
he (employs : for tlief are looked uponasonly 
die loftruments for ms compaffiog and bring- 
ing about his purpofes. 

Whcrdfofe they, whoieem moft ^cealoifi to 
perform the Princes will in all things « with- 
out deliberation , or interpofix^ tneir own 
judgemhit concerning dielawfulnds orunkw- 
ftilnefi of them > feem to be in the plaineft 
load to prefermen t Yet divers of die wifeft 
Princes have nukte even thM^y die criterion to 
exclude men ftom their £iivour \ and retain 
fi]d>, as upon tryal were found conftantl^ 
virtuous. 

Princes qfiialiy more efteem. one thatisPi^A 
Akxandros^ then ooft^iM'u Tbilo-Bi^Hais ^ that 
is, more one, that loves his perion, then ULs 
ftate and condition, then his Nation , then 
the public ; tho this is indeed the moie hono- 
rable> and the odier more esfily counter- 
feited. But in reality Printes bave ixryfroj^ if 
txsfyfriifub to tl^r perlbns; forthey nave no 
equals , nor (familiars, fott* indeed few wife 
men yillexpofe themfelvestofbmuch hszauu-d^ 
nor fet themfelves as pales againft the wind > 
but for their own advant;^. .^des they know 
that if any difficulty happen > it is reaibmd>le 
they should be deferted. Wherefore they ought 
to make much of thofe> who are truly Firil^ 
BAjilwy for there are too few of them > who 
are pncerely even fi affeHed, 

It is an adtion of very great Prudence to carrj^ 
even hepioeen adulatim and frwrenefi. Neither 

to be asthe Cook^ chat aimcs onelyacfdeafure; 

nor 
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nor as the Fbypeid^y who intends ohly health y 
but to mingle and ajufl them together. Whilft. 
we retain jufike zadfiieiulsbipy not to fcan'> 
dalixe Frm&iee- and interefi is a difficult mat* 
ter. Yet not impoi&ble > for M. LepiJm kept 
to the end his authority with Ttbiriui^ a very 
jealous Priace> as Tacitm chkxves. 

Platoery and obiequiouihes is a more <^uick: 
and ready way to adrancement » &en either 
^lurable or laudable. . ¥0% when dtfcovcred to. 
be iiichy it is a>ntemtible» and aftemrards odi» 
ous. It is but lead that bends and plies ^ever^ 
way ; nor is he a man either of virtue or cou^ 
rage , that can condefteod to make himfelf 
umverpd MmSer to any one. Coniequentl]f 
he is ncidier faithfiil in nis emploiment>wheii. 
he eyes agreater reward^ nor conftantto hinu 
when he ipies danger. 

Ofjbnenrs there are two lQrt» i. Bin^Sy 
whofe chdf iufinuation is to eat and be doth^ 
ed. Who like the .^ > finding himfelf nei- 
ther £t to carry burdens as the AJfe > nor to» 
keep the houfe^ as the Dog, betakes himfelf to 
n^ke fport. Thefe are eafily diicovered, and 
their worft is not verv dangerous, z. The c« 
ther ibrt are more fMbtil > gentile , and mi& 
chievous ; whoie defigns are to mtripte^ ibenu 
fihes hao bufimfs ^ to make fortunes^ and get 
eftates /or pernaps honors> by univerial confiK 
pliance. Thefe » by obferving the adli(»is and 
difcouries of their fretenied "Patrmy diicover^ 
his inclination , as Umfters do the haunts of 
wild Beafts> thct they may eaiilier intrapthem^ 
It IS their intereft he should be vittout^ carelefi, 
irregular, and extravagant ; for by that means,^ . 
they can more eafljf naitbdraw mm, from aU 
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vhrtwm perfmu^ and ingrofi him tothemfidves: 
wlx> have no other wa^ to ingratiate them- 
leivesy but their ready compliance with all his 
defircs. This tb^ endeavor should pafi for 
^^j^Sim to his perion ; and they reprefent all 
other advifirs^ either as contemners of him^ i 
or at bdt as morofe and of evil hiunor. 

firve his couniels and commaacb as Oracks ; 
not f iomoerfe with thofe he fu4>eAs ; to m* 
nmgh ju;ainft his enemies ; /» make him the 
liead of their own Couniels ; and themielves 
to be even in their particular afi^rs ruled by 
him; r^ /^e greatcontent in ferviog him^ f 
trmfi him immoderatdy before thofe 'who will 
i>e fure to inform him of it ; to exaggerate 
every finall £ivor received fiom him> and to 
dii&mble the injuries. . 

They ^o are careful to new-name all his 
vices. Covetott&es they call Providence >^e»- 
loufy, drcumfpeAion ; FrodigaUty is generouf- 
nefs, &c. Then they compare him with others 
cither of a contra^ vice> if the man be hated; 
or of the fame > if in^ any reputatioow They 
leign alfo.in themfelves the fame inclination^ 
fympathy^ fentiments with their Patron. And 
cften^ undervalue themielves in refoeftof lum. 
They are aUb apt to praife him for what he 
hath not done , or extravagantly fof what he 
hath doiie, gloiii^ and varnishu^ all mHcar- 
riages> &c. and few tho'e are who are not 
taken even with this one bait. For who is he 
that values not himfelf above his deferts^ and 
thinks not all is his due which is given? In 
i«ality, the refufing or accepting of prailera- 
iwaally and difcreetly,. is as great a aial of a 

wife 
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wife man> as the cupd is of filver. 

No M^er efioems a Seryamt, tfnuhomhe hath 
n^iteed ; and that either for his abilities ( of 
which few Mafters can judg ) or becaufe he 
knows his fecsets ; this then being the eaitlier 
and fecuren is that way^ which flatterers 9 and 
all thofe who endeavor to make themfelves 
great by unlawful means , chufe to walk in. 
And of all fecrets, they moft defiretobeprivy 
to his vices, for by that means he becomesobr 
noxious to tbem. 

In Dcing ill Gffices dxefe flatterers obferve, 
I. to do them feldom. 2. To tolerate, if not 
confirm > the praifes. c^ him they defi^ iipon ; 
left they be ft]Q)e£tedto have done it out of 
malice. 3. To {n-etend no fmall or inccmfide*- 
rable oa»Gon> nor their own ceocems, but a 
public one only > and in defence of their Suk 
periors. 4. To di^fe their words fo» as they 
may feem caiiial and unpremeditated. « 

Artit eft celan Artem^ they endeavor there^ 
fore by all means to be accounted fincere and 
ufnrigfht peribns; for they fee that the fame of 
being crafty and fubtil (which is thegreatskiH 
th^ reallj pretend to) moch retards, and&n- 
pedes theur oufineffes. In general coiwer&tion 
therefore none more open and free; none 
leemir^ bv their difcourie more noble and^ 
iierous. but dieir confidence is in fimulation 
and duplicity; which> becaufe of other mena 
evil dealifij^ they pretend is neceflaiy. 

They of^ pretend, and endeavor* to be^ 
eftiem wtb the Ckr^ ; eipedally thofe who 
make shew of greatcfl fevecity , and holines. 
And of fb great force is the shew'of Rdigi* 
w, that even an hypocrite is feared s^ reve^^ 

xenced. 
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renced. Hereby iiSo they htve Gonfiderabic 
advantages; that they can decry til vicesf> even 
thoie them&iveB are eoilty of; and can iafely 
afperfethc^ whom oievnate or fear; and un- 
happy are they, that fidi into their hands. 

XI. Princes^ when they have denied a 
£ivor , to one that importunately iiies for it j 
mn M toMpeB that fitch a- wm bsies them for 
the denial: and therefore afterwiard look not 
veil upon that perlbn. Wherefore be mi toa 
tamefi in your ra}ue{}s; And if^your misfor* 
tune be to be denied> be iiire not to shewitich 
refentment* as he may (ofycGt you intend him 
any harm. Rather feem to oe content with 
any ilender shew of reaibn he gives you ; fa 
Toii may d)Cain> if not this/ ycut Jbme other 
nvor. 

But if you. perceive his mind to I>e ;al2cnated 
from youii retue.bettmet; for a man fallii^ is 
by every one ttuuft downwards. Befides .all 
the miicarria^ and errors will be fiirely hud 
upon your mouldiers > notwithftanding all 
your innocency. 

Do Vfohfce to jattr filf rather then mt eemceai 
§r iUffifMe the injuriet dime jott by jmtr Prmee 
or lotion. For should you dedare your ftlf 
un&dsfied, fo far would ne be from compaf& 
onating, or making amends, to> you; thatup* 
on the leaft occa&on he wiU hate you.
